The  Bursar  read  the  following  reply  from  the  Hon.  I.  L, 
Ilsley,  Minister  of  Finance,  Ottawa,  to  the  Chairman’s  letter  re- 
questing reconsideration  of  the  ruling  affecting  contributions  by 
companies  and  corporations : - 
’’Dear  Dr.  Macdonald:- 

I have  your  letter  of  May  6th,  requesting 
reconsideration  of  the  proposed  amendment  limiting  in  certain 
circumstances  the  tax  advantage  which  may  be  obtained  by  cor- 
porations in  respect  of  charitable  contributions. 

The  decision  taken  at  the  time  of  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  proposed  amendment  was  arrived  at  only  after 
very  careful  consideration  of  the  issues  involved.  I am  quite 
unable  to  see  any  convincing  reason  why  it  should  be  altered. 

You  are  familiar,  I think,  with  the  reasons 
which,  in  the  Government’s  opinion,  made  this  preliminary  bud- 
get announcement  necessary.  The  contributions  to  a wide  variety 
of  non-profit  Institutions  and  organizations  were  becoming  en- 
tirely abnormal.  If,  as  a result  of  the  announcement,  they 
have  subsided  to  normal  proportions,  I cannot  regard  this  as 
an  undesirable  development  at  this  critical  period  of  the  war.

The  Einance  Committee  begs  to  report  to  the  Board 
of  Governors:- 

1,  For  some  time  past  the  University  has  been  assist- 
ing the  Toronto  Conservatory  of  Music  by  an  annual  grant  which, 
in  the  first  year  1938-39  amounted  to  $15,000.00,  decreasing  in 
amount  in  the  succeeding  years.  Your  Committee  has  Included  in 
the  University  Estimates  for  1944-45  an  amount  for  the^ Conser- 
vatory of  $8,000.00,  providing  that  the  results  of  their  opera- 
tions necessitate  this  amount. 

2,  The  Hart  House  Estimates  submitted  for  1944-45  show 
a deficit  based  on  an  anticipated  decrease  in  business,  the  es- 
timated deficit  amounting  to  approximately  $10,000  as  a result 
of  increased  salaries  and  a possible  60^o  decrease  in  dining  hall 
patronage.

E.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  if  and  when  funds  are 
received  from  the  Dominion  Covernment  for  the  use  of  the  Univer- 
sity Men’s  Residences  by  personnel  of  the  Roj^al  Canadian  Air 
Force  for  1945-44,  |10,000  of  this  amount  be  added  to  the  reha- 
bilitation fund  established  for  these  buildings.

1st,  1944,  at  a salary  of  $1,550  per  annum,  replacing  Frank 
Baker  deceased.  Scollick  has  been  employed  with  the  Univer- 
sitjr  as  a cleaner  since  1927. 

7.  Your  Committee  has  considered  a letter  from  Miss  M. 

B.  Ferguson,  Dean  of  Women,  in  connection  with  the  housing  of 
University  College  women  students,  stating  that  she  had  called 
a meeting  of  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  University  Col- 
lege Council,  viz:  the  Residence  Committee,  at  which  Principal 
V/allace  and  six  members  of  the  Committee  were  present,  and  drew 
up  the  following  resolutions,  v/hich  your  Committee  submits  for 
the  Board’s  approval 

1.  That  the  new  residence  at  146  St.  Ceorge  Street  be 
allocated  to  the  women  of  Universitj'-  College  to  replace  the 
loss  of  the  house  at  86  Queen’s  Park. 

2.  That  as  the  Residence  Committee  is  satisfied  that 
the  women  students  of  Universitj^  College  can  be  accommodated 
in  the  existing  residences  with  the  addition  of  146  St. 

Ceorge  Street,  supplemented  by  two  boarding  houses  reserved 
by  special  arrangement,  viz:  30  Admiral  Road  and  107  St. 

George  Street,  there  is  no  need  to  use  either  73  St.  George 
Street  or  North  House.  The  question  of  housing  Physical 
and  Health  Education  students  remains  a separate  and  dis- 
tinct problem. 

In  this  connection  Miss  Ferguson  states  that  the 
difficulties  of  appropriating  73  St.  George  Street  are  insu- 
perable, and  that  any  attempt  to  operate  North  House  for 
women  would  be  too  great.  Consequently,  it  now  seems  inev- 
itable that  reserved  boarding  houses  must  be  accepted  as 
supplementary  housing  for  the  students.  (It  is  understood 
that  there  will ^ be  no  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Univer- 
sity in  connection  with  any  outside  accommodation  supplied.) 

3.  That  73  St.  George  Street  be  retained  for  its 

present  use  as  a residence  for  men  students  of  University

4.  That^v/hile  the  Residence  Committee  vjould  regret  the 
necessity  of  increasing  the  University  College  women’s 
residence  rate,  if  an  increase  be  deemed  imperative  b"^r  the 
Board  of  Governors  the  rate  be  kept  uniform  for  all  residen- 
ces.

In  connection  with  the  Institute  of  Child  Study,  the  Bursar  drew 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Government  had  only  paid  $10,000  on  ac- 
count of  the  $17,000  provided  in  their  Estimates  for  the  year  ended  31st 
March,  1945,  and  as  a result  it  was  possible  that  this  might  cause  an 
overdraft  in  the  account  for  the  University’s  year  ending  June  30,  1944, 
The  Board  gave  authority  to  the  Bursar  to  include  in  Accounts  Receivable 
the  $6,000,  or  any  amount  which  might  be  necessary,  to  provide  for  any 
excess  which  might  occur. 


The  President  reported  that  he  had  discussed

The  Bursar  reported  that  having  been  ad- 
vised by  the  President  that  Miss  G.  Tocque,  Stenographer  in  Univer- 
sit^r  College,  was  to  be  retired  on  pension  as  of  June  30th,  1944, 
he  took  up  with  Professor  Mackenzie  the  conditions  upon  v\/hich  this 
retirement  would  be  based.  After  discussing  the  matter  carefully 
the  Board,  upon  motion  of  Ivir.  Morrow,  adopted  the  Bursar’s  recom- 
mendation that  Miss  Tocque  be  retired  at  June  30th,  .1944,  upon  the 
following  conditions: - 

As  Miss  Tocque  is  not  disabled,  there  is  no  direct  way 
b37-  means  of  which  a pension  is  payable  to  her  from  the  Univer- 
sity Employees’  Pension  Eund  unless  she  continued  to  serve 
until  May  6th,  1946,  when  she  would  reach  age  70,  in  which  case 
her  pension  as  from  that  date  vt/ould  be  $700  per  annum. 

In  order  to  overcome  this  difficulty,  in  view  of  Miss 
Tocque ’s  28  years  of  service,  the  Board  approved  of  a special 
arrangement  whereby  the  University  will  pay  Miss  Tocque  at  the 
rate  of  $700  per  annum  from  July  1st,  1944,  to  May  6th,  1946, 
and  will  also  make  contributions  to  the  pension  fund  of  $140 
per  annum  until  the  same  date,  at  which  time  the  regular  pen- 
sion of  $700  per  annum  will  be  paid  to  her  from  the  pension 
fund. 

At  the  Bursar’s  request  an  additional 
sum  of  $26.13  was  authorized  for  the  appropriation  for  ’’Law 
Costs’’  for  the  year  1943-44.

with  as  follov^s:- 

From  Mr.  E.  P.  Eagleson,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Nation- 
al Research  Council,  advising  the  Bursar  of  the  Council’s  apprecia- 
tion of  his  co-operation  in  the  handling  of  their  various  grants, 
and  its  realization  of  the  extent  of  the  additional  burden  which 
this  work  imposes  on  his  office.  Ivlr.  Eagleson  further  stated  that 
the  Councix  was  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  lighten  the  burden  thus 
imposed  by  the  installation  of  bookkeeping  equipment  in  the  Bur- 
sar’s Office,  and  gave  assurance  that  there  was  little  or  no  pros- 
pect of  this  equipment  being  recalled  by  the  Government,  Upon 
motion  of  Dr.  Neilly,  the  Board  congratulated  the  Bursar  upon  his 
untiring  efforts  in  securing  this  equipment  for  the  University, 
and  also  his  staff  for  the  splendid  work  being  done  in  the 
handling  of  Government  grants.

This  letter  is  to  confirm  the  arrangements  which  have 
been  made  by  lir.  Rutherford  of  this  Department  with  lir.  Higginbottom 
of  Toronto  University  regarding  the  administration  of  the  Dominion  - 
Provincial  Student  Aid  Programme  for  1944-45.  Under  this  programme  it 
is  proposed  to  assist  students  of  good  ability  and  capacity  who  have 
obtained  good  scholastic  standing  and  who  would  otherwise  be  unable  to 
proceed  with  advanced  courses  in  universities  and  teacher-training  in- 
stitutions. The  general  arrangements  regarding  scholarships  and  bur- 
saries as  defined  in  the  Announcement  are  as  follows 

1.  The  scholarship  programme  which  applies  to  the  secondary 
schools  of  the  Province  has  been  extended.  Pour  hundred  and 
seventy-five  scholarships  are  now  available  to  students  enrolled 
in  secondary  schools.  These  scholarships  are  divided  among  the 
counties  and  districts  on  a proportionate  basis,  as  set  forth  in 
the  Announcement. 

S.  Students  enrolled  in  universities  who  were  awarded  Provin- 
cial scholarships  in  1943  may  apply  for  a continuation  of  these 
scholarships  and  will  be  considered  bs^  the  Committee  of  Award, 
providing  their  applications  are  supported  by  the  University  con- 
cerned. It  is  expected  that  the  University  authorities  will 
support  the  applications  of  students  who  have  completed  the  first 
3’’ear  with  good  standing. 

3.  Bm'saries  are  available  for  students  of  good  standing  who 
complete  the  application  forms  provided  and  whose  applications  are 
supported  by  the  University  authorities.  It  is  not  the  intention 
that  the  full  amount  of  the  bursary  will  necessarily  be  made  avail- 
able to  each  student.  The  amount  of  award  will  be  based  on  the 
financial  need  of  the  student.  Any  information  which  raa^’-  be  pro- 
vided to  assist  the  Committee  in  deciding  upon  the  amount  of  the 
award  will  be  appreciated.  Bursaries  are  available  to  students 
enrolled  in  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  years  of  a University, 
the  College  of  Education,  a Normal  School,  the  Ontario  Training 
College  for  Technical  Teachers,  or  the  Ontario  College  of  Art. 

4.  Completed  application  forms  for  bursaries  may  be  forwarded 
to  the  Department  at  any  time  throughout  the  year.  The  Committee 
making  these  awards  will  deal  with  applications  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  received,  but  the  funds  available  will  be  distri- 
buted among  the  institutions  concerned  vmth  due  regard  for  the 
enrolment  in  the  various  Faculties.  Applications  will  be  re- 
ceived from  University  students  enrolled  in  an^r  course  in  the 
second,  third,  and  fourth  years  who  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Announcement . 

5.  The  payment  of  a scholarship  or  bursary  to  any  student 
under  this  programme  v/ill  be  made  hy  Provincial  cheque  to  the 
student  concerned.  The  cheque  will  be  forwarded  to  the  student 
through  the  office  of  the  University  or  institution  in  which  the 
student  is  enrolled.  This  method  of  administration  is  intended 
to  keep  the  institution  informed  of  the  awards  made  to  students 
and  to  provide. an  opportunity  for  the  institution  to  inform  the 
student  of  his  indebtedness  to  the  institution  for  fees,  books, etc. 

The  Announcement  has  already  been  distributed  to  the 
institutions  concerned.  The  application  forms  for  both  scholarships 
and  bursaries  have  also  been  distributed.  Care  should  be  taken  that 
students  make  application  on  the  correct  forms,  and  that  the  Principal 
or  designated  person  support  the  application  as  required.

The  Board  considered  this  matter  at 
length,  and  in  view  of  the  very  satisfactory  results  obtained  in 
the  method  of  handling  Dominion  Government  funds  for  the  last  two 
years,  the  Secretary  was  requested  to  communicate  .with  Dr.  Alt- 
house  in  an  effort  to  have  some  modification  made  in  the  arrange- 
ments outlined  in  his  letter,  particularly  the  following: - 

1.  That  funds  be  transmitted  to  the  Bursar  of  the  Univer- 
sity for  distribution,  thus  enabling  him  to  have  a 
certain  amount  of  supervision  over  the . arrangement s 
made  for  existing  indebtedness.  . 

2.  That  the  printed  form  covering  ’’Announcement  and 
Regulations”  contain  some  reference  as  to  v/here  these 
cheques  are  to  be  sent,  somewhat  similar  to  the  refer- 
ence in  Dr.  Althouse’s  letter  where  he  states:  ’’The 
cheque  will  be  forwarded  to  the  student'  througti  the 
office  of  the  University  or  institution  in  v/hich  the 
student  is  enrolled.”  (It  is  assumed  that  the  above 
reference  to  ’’the  office  of  the  University  or  institu- 
tion” means  the  Bursar’s  Office.) 


In  connection  with  the  recent  decision 
of  the  Board  that  stone  facings  instead  of  brick  be  used  for  the 
nroposed  Chemical  Engineering  and  Chemistry  building,  Dr.  Gibson 
gave  notice  that  he  would  move  at  the  next  meeting  that  in  view  of 
the  additional  cost  entailed  stone  be  not  used  in  this  connection. 


With  reference  to  the  previous  ruling  of 
the  Board  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  the  President,  the  Chair-

Gentlemen: - 

In  reference  to  the  request  submitted  under  date  of  May 
8th,  1944,  by  Parks  Commissioner  Chambers,  asking  if  the  University 
could  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  City  Parks  Department  pla3^ground 
facilities  on  the  Universitjr  grounds  during  the  Summer,  I have  now 
to  report  that  I have  gone  into  this  matter  with  the  Superintendent , 
the  Athletic  Association,  and  Mr.  Chambers.  In  the  opinion  of  both 
the  Superintendent  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Athletic  Association 
almost  insuperable  difficulties  will  arise  owing  to  the  fact  that  we 
will  have  students  here  all  Summer,  and  arrangements  have  alread3'- 
been  made  to  take  care  of  C.W.A.C.  and  Air  Force  outdoor  activities. 

On  investigation  I am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
quite  impossible  for  us  to  provide  proper  lavatory  facilities,  which 
raises  another  difficulty. 

Under  the  circumstances  I concur  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Superintendent  and  the  Athletic  Association  that  it  would  be  unwise 
for  us  to  open  Universit3?-  propert3r  for  the  purposes  of  a City  play- 
ground.

"The  Finance  Committee  begs  to  report  that  it  held  three 
meetings  - Monday,  May  B2nd,  Monday,  May  29th,  and  Thursday,  June  1st  - 
and  considered  in  detail  the  possibility  of  many  changes  v/hich  might 
be  anticipated  in  the  financial  situation  during  the  coming  year.

It  has  been  a year  in  v^hich  one  extraordinary  effort  was  piled 
upon  another  and  we  have  accomplished  what,  in  normal  times  and  under

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ordinary  conditions,  would  have  been  considered  as  all  but  im- 
possible, In  last  3^ear’s  report  we  remarked  that  a new  record 
in  the  dollar  value  of  production  had  been  achieved.  In  the 
^'■ear  now  under  review  the  gross  value  of  our  sales  jumped  to  ^ 
^1,344,004.,  and  »upped’  last  year's  new  record  by  almost  E4^o. 

Our  operating  laargin  did  not  keep  pace  v/ith  the  sales 
volume  for  several  reasons. 

The  products  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  services  were 
priced  to  provide  a ver^r  close  margin  over  cost. 

Since  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Spadina  Division  was  a 
wartime  necessity,  it  was  decided  that  we  should  charge  off 
our  proportion  of  that  cost  in  two  equal  amounts  - half  in  the 
year  just  closed  and  the  remainder  during  the  current  year. 

For  the  same  reason  we  wrote  off  the  cost  of  the  boiler 
room  and  sub-basement  extension  to  the  Hygiene  building. 

In  the  last  fiscal  year,  after  adding  to  our  operating 
margin  certain  government  grants  and  deducting  the  cost’  of 
special  research  vjork  and  the  cost  of  operating  the  V/estern 
Division,  there  v/as  a credit  balance  on  the  year’s  work  amount- 
ing to  1162,597.62, 

Practically  all  the  new  space  provided  hy  the  Spadina 
Division  is  now  available  and  being  fully  utilized  by  those 
engaged  in  the  preparation  of  dried  blood  serum  and  for  the 
production  of  penicillin.  How  long  this  work  is  to  be  contin- 
ued is  unknown.  However,  when  it  does  terminate,  the  space  then 
vacated  will  be  immediately  required  for  the  routine  work  of 
the  Laboratories, 

The  contracts  present Ijr  held  for  the  production  of  penicil- 
lin and  gas  gangrene  antitoxin  will  be  completed  during  the 
current  year  unless  renewed  for  additional  amounts.  Our  sales 
volume  viTill  thus  be  again  materially  increased  but  our  operat- 
ing margin  will  be  but  little  affected.  Both  contracts  are  on 
a cost  plus  5^  basis  and  that  5%  will  probably  not  do  more  than 
take  care  of  such  differences  as  are  almost  sure  to  arise  in 
computing  the  cost  of  production. 

The  volume  of  work  now  in  process  has  only  been  made  pos- 
sible through  the  willing  and  continued  personal  sacrifice  of 
our  Staff  members.  The  fear  expressed  in  last  year's  report, 
that  thejr  were  straining  the  elastic  limit,  can  only  be  repeated 
and  emphasized.  The  contribution  they  are  making  to  the  comraon 
cause  is  but  poorly  recognized.  Hov^ever,  when  the  time  comes 
for  full  disclosure,  it  v/ill  be  fullj'’  appreciated  that  the^'’ 
have  indeed  added  lustre  to  the  good  name  and  reputation  of  this 
University. 

It  v/as  anticipated  a year  ago  that  in  the  interval  v;e 
v/ould  examine  into  and  report  upon  the  whole  question  of  pen- 
sion provision  as  it  affects  those  on  the  payroll  of  the  Lab- 
oratories. Some  better  and  more  definite  provision  is  required 
but  stress  of  circumstances  holds  the  matter  in  abeyance. 

The  Director’s  report  attached  hereto  is  typical,  in  that 
giving  all  the  credit  to  others,  he  mirrors  his  own  generosity 
and  enthusiasm.  His  own  abilitj'-  and  power  to  lead  and  direct 
successfull3r  is  the  real  basis  of  the  Laboratories'  continued 
success  and  grov/th  . We  heartily  endorse  his  words  of  commenda- 
tion and  appreciation  for  the  various  members  of  his  staff,  but 
in  addition  we  would  express  and  record  our  profound  gratitude 
to  the  prime  mover  in  this  extraordinary  branch  of  this  Univer- 
sit3^'s  activit3'-.

DURING  THE  YEAR  ENDING  IMRGH  31,  1944. 


With  each  succeeding  year  of  the  war  the  Connaught  Laborator- 
ies has  recorded  new  high-points  in  its  accomplishments  in  the  pre- 
paring of  biological  and  related  products  required  in  the  preven- 
tion and  treatment  of  certain  important  diseases.  These  diseases 
menace  the  health  of  our  armed  services  at  home  and  abroad  and  con- 
stitute also  health  problems  of  the  civil  population  throughout  the 
Dominion.  To  the  list  of  diseases  coram.only  occurring  in  Canada  must 
be  added  typhus  fever,  cholera,  and  the  various  forms  of  tropical 
dysentery,  malaria,  yellow  fever,  and  many  others  which  present 
serious  problems  to  our  troops  in  other  lands.  Nor  several  of  these, 
notabl3r  tjrphus  fever,  cholera  and  Shiga  dysentery,  biological  pro- 
ducts are  being  prepared  in  the  Connaught  Laboratories  and  are  being 
supplied  to  the  Federal  Governiaent . On  the  battle  fields,  tetanus, 
gas  gangrene  and  other  infections  among  the  wounded  are  being  suc- 
cessfully combated.  Tetanus  is  no  longer  a menace  since  the  use  of 
tetanus  toxoid  appears  to  have  provided  remarkable  protection  and 
the  mortality'-  from  gas  gangrene  infections  is  being  reduced  by  sul- 
phonamides  and  gas  gangrene  antitoxins  together  with  modern  surgical 
procedures.  The  use  of  sulphonamides  and  of  human  blood  serum  or 
plasma  in  the  treatment  of  shock  among  the  v/ounded  has  constituted 
two  of  the  greatest  advances  in  saving  lives  of  wounded  men.  To  the 
successful  prevention  of  tetanus,  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers, 
and  several  other  diseases  through  the  use  of  vaccines  and  serums, 
and  the  success  of  blood  serum  in  reducing  deaths,  must  be  added  the 
newly  discovered  penicillin. 

The  Connaught  Laboratories  is  now  engaged  in  the  preparation 
of  many  important  serums  and  vaccines,  of  dried  human  blood  serum 
and  of  penicillin  as  well  as  in  the  furnishing  of  Insulin  and  other 
glandular  extracts.  At  present  49  biological  products  are  being 
furnished,  supplied  in  365  different  packages.  The  total  number  of 
packages  of  all  products  prepared  has  increased  from  1,386,097  in 
194E-43  to  1,812,823,  representing  an  increase  of  31  per  cent.  The 
work  entailed  in  providing  for  such  increased  production  is  borne 
by  all  departments.  For  example,  in  the  Filling  Department  the 
total  number  of  glass  containers  filled  increased  from  3,633,149 
to  4,211,815,  being  an  increase  of  16  per  cent.  As  a much  greater 
number  of  containers  of  larger  sizes  was  used,  the  volurae  of  pro- 
ducts filled  constituted  an  increase  of  60  per  cent.  The  work  has 
required  additional  laboratory  facilities  and  staff  for  sterility 
testing,  assaj^  and  animal  inoculation  tests  to  assure  tiie  safetjr  of 
the  products.  The  increased  volume  of  products  distributed  v\fas 
shown  also  in  the  gross  weight  of  the  shipments.  The  total  number 
of  shipments  amounted  to  20,073  and  the  total  v;eight  of  the  ship- 
ments was  137  tons,  being  a 52  per  cent  increase.  In  the  testing 
of  products  and  in  research  work,  more  than  8,000  white  mice  were 
required  monthly,  with  large  numbers  of  guinea-pigs  and  other  small 
animals. 

During  the  year  the  facilities  and  equipment  of  the  Labora- 
tories have  been  greatly  expanded.  The  property  originally  repre- 
sented by  the  gift  of  Colonel  Sir  Albert  Gooderham,  and  known  as 
the  Farm  Section,  was  added  to  through  the  purchase  of  70  acpes 
fronting  on  Dufferin  Street,  making  a total  of  145  acres.  During 
the  year,  also,  the  former  Knox  College  on  Spadina  Crescent  was 
acquired  and  remodelled  into  a labor atorj'"  building.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  designate  the  several  sections  of  the  Laboratories 
according  to  their  geographic  location.  The  Farm  Section  has 
therefore  been  designated  as  the  Dufferin  Division,  and  the  labor- 
atories in  Spadina  Crexcent  as  the  Spadina  Division. 

P5NICI3.LIN 

The  original  discovery  of  penicillin  was  made  by  Dr.  Alexander 
Fleming  in  1928  in  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  London,  England.  It  was  not 
until  1941,  however,  v/hen  Professor  M.  S.  Florey  of  Oxford  University 
and  his  colleagues  reported  clinical  trials  in  200  cases,  that  the 
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value  of  penicillin  was  demonstrated.  A few  months  later  Profes- 
sor Florey  visited  the  United  States  and  Canada  to  discuss  the 
possibilities  of  large-scale  production.  Some  work  had  already- 
been  in  progress  in  the  United  States  and  production  v/as  under- 
taken by  several  of  the  commercial  companies.  A few  months  later 
Dr.  Philip  Oreey,  assisted  by  Dr.  Alice  Gray,  undertook  studies 
in  the  University  of  Toronto.  Y/hen  chemical  assistance  was  needed 
in  the  purifying  of  the  -oroduct,  Surgeon  Captain  C.  H.  Best, 
Director  of  the  Banting-Best  Department  of  Medical  Research, 
arranged,  for  Dr.  S.  F.  MacDonald  of  his.  department  to  collaborate 
in  the  study.  Early  in  1945  the  work  had  progressed  to  the ^ 
point  where  a pilot  plant  was  considered  desirable  and  provision 
was  made  for  this  work  by  the  National  Research  Council.  A valu- 
able contribution  has  been  made  as  a result  of  the  establishing 
of  the  pilot  plant  in  improving  methods  for  the  production  of 
penicillin  and  in  supplying  penicillin  which  has  permitted  clin- 
ical study. 

In  August,  1943,  the  Connaught  Laboratories  was  asked  by 
the  Federal  Government  to  b e one  of  the  two  centres  for  large- 
scale  production  of  penicillin  in  Canada.  Laboratory  accommoda- 
tion for  such  large-scale  production  was  not  available  and  after 
an  intensive  search  it  was  recommended  by  the  Connaught  Labora- 
tories that  the  former  Knox  College  propert3'-  on  Spadina  Crescent 
be  purchased  and  the  building  remodelled  to  provide  faci].ities 
for  penicillin  and  also  for  the  processing  of  human  blood  serum. 
The  latter  undertaking  had  continued  to  increase  from  a few 
thousand  donations  of  blood  weekly  in  194E  to  over  twenty  thous- 
and samples  a week  in  1944.  The  property  was  acquired  and  the 
Dominion  Government  undertook  to  meet  the  expenditures  associated 
with  the  rehabilitation  of  the  section  required  for  penicillin, 
constituting  approx imatel^r  half  the  building,  and  also  to  pur- 
chase the  equipment.  In  addition,  the  Federal  Government  made  a 
contribution  towards  the  cost  of  rehabilitating  the  section 
occupied  bjr  the  blood-processing  work. 

The  building  provides  approximately  70,000  square  feet  of 
laboratory  space  and  the  site  occupies  2,8  acres.  In  1944, 
therefore,  the  laboratory  facilities  have  been  very  substan- 
tially increased.  It  is  planned  at  the  termination  of  the  war 
that  the  space  now  occupied  by  the  blood  serum  work  in  the  re- 
modelled building  will  be  available  for  the  transfer  of  some  of 
the  work  of  the  Laboratories  now  accommodated  in  the  School  of 
Hygiene,  since  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  additional  class  and 
laboratory  rooms  required  to  accoiamodate  the  greatly  increased 
number  of  post-graduate  students  who,  it  is  expected,  will  be 
in  attendance  immediately  after  the  v^ar.  However,  if  the  pro- 
duction of  penicillin  should  continue  to  require  a major  part 
of  the  building,  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  Spadina. 
Division  may  have  to  be  considered  to  provide  for  the  work  of 
the  Laboratories.  Fortunately  there  is  sufficient  space  on 
the  site  of  such  building.  The  highest  credit  is  due  to  MeSvSrs. 
Mathers  and  Haldenby,  architects,  and  A.  V/.  Robertson  Limited, 
general  contractors,  for  completing  the  major  portion  of  the 
rehabilitation  work  and  installing  the  eouipment  in  a period 
of  six  and  one-half  months,  thus  permitting  the  commencement 
of  production  on  April  15,  1944.  The  work  was  conducted  under 
the  direction  of  Colonel  A.  D.  LePan,  Superintendent  of  the 
University,  whose  advice  and  counsel  have  been  of  the  utmost 
value.  The  construction  of  the  plant  required  considerable 
equipment  for  which  highest  priorities  were  needed  in  the 
United  States.  The  supplying  of  this  equipment  was  mac<e  pos- 
sible through  the  War  Production  Board,  Washington,  which" gave 
very  special  attention  to  Canadian  needs.  This  splendid  co- 
operation made  possible  the  effort  to  produce  penicillin  in 
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Canada,  both  in  the  University  of  Toronto  and  in  Montreal,  where  a 
second  plant  under  government  direction  is  being  operated.  It  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  produce  a considerable  quantity  in 
excess  of  the  original  request  of  one  billion  units  per  month,  and 
it  is  gratifying  that  the  building  permits  of  further  expansion  of 
production  if  necessary. 

Dr.  Ronald  Hare  is  co-ordinating  the  large-scale  production. 

Dr.  Grreey  and  Dr.  MacDonald,  who  have  been  associated  with  the  pre- 
paration of  penicillin  since  the  inception  of  the  work  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  in  1942,  have  given  ever3’’  assistance  to  the  develop- 
ment of  large-scale  production  in  the  Connaught  Laboratories  and 
are  intimately  associated  in  the  direction  of  the  work,  serving  as 
consultants.  Dr.  G-reey  and  Dr.  MacDonald  are  carrying  forward  the 
pilot  plant  in  the  Banting  Institute,  provided  by  the  National  Re- 
search Council.  The  production  of  penicillin  in  the  University  of 
Toronto,  therefore,  is  the  result  of  team-work  between  the  several 
departments  of  the  University.  It  will  require  several  months  be- 
fore satisfactorj’-  production  can  be  ach5.eved. 

PRODUCTION  OF  GAS  GANGREITE  ANTITOXINS 

In  July,  1943,  arrangements  were  completed  at  the  request  of 
the  Dominion  Government  for  the  preparation  of  a very  large  quantitj^ 
of  gas  gangrene  antitoxin  for  use  in  the  armed  services.  The  amount 
required  the  immunization  of  appro ximatelj?’  500  horses.  It  was  for- 
tunate that  the  method  of  producing  this  serum  was  already  established 
as  a result  of  research  and  production  undertaken  in  the  first  year 
of  the  war.  It  was  necessary  to  construct  six  temporarjr  stables,  an 
isolation  unit  and  an  operating  building,  as  well  as  to  extend  the 
water  services  by  the  drilling  of  a new  v>^ell  and  the  building  of  a 
200,000  gallon  reservoir  with  suitable  pipe  lines.  A large  addition 
to  the  chemical  concentration  buklding  vms  required. 

The  production  of  gas  gangrene  serum  is  proceeding  satisfac- 
torily and  shipments  have  commenced.  This  undertaking  is  the  great- 
est effort  which  the  Laboratories  has  made  in  the  production  of 
serums  and  vaccines.  The  training  of  the  necessary  staff,  their 
daily  transportation  from  the  cit3’-  and  the  large  construction  pro- 
graiome  have  placed  a special  burden  on  Mr.  M.  D.  Orr,  in  charge  of 
the  Dufferin  Division.  During  this  year  Mr.  Orr  was  promoted  to  be 
an  Assistant  Director  of  the  Laboratories.  As  a result  of  research 
studies  conducted  prior  to  the  war,  it  was  possible  for  Dr.  E.  M. 
Taylor  to  carr3r  foi^vard  successfully  the  preparation  of  the  large 
quantities  of  gas  gangrene  toxins  required  in  the  immunization  of 
the  horses.  The  serum  ds  chemical  13’-  processed  by  Dr.  R.  P,  French 
and  he  has  been  successful  in  meeting  the  demand  ma.de  on  his  depart- 
ment for  the  preparation  of  nearly  ten  times  the  amount  normall3'’ 
processed.  Dr.  S.  G.  Kerslake,  assisted  by  three  other  veterin- 
arians, has  been  responsible  for  the  entire  immunization  programme 
and  care  of  the  horses. 

OTHER  TAG  GINNS  AND  SERUIilS 

T3''phus  fever  vaccine  has  continued  to  be  produced  in  very 
large  quantities.  Production  sufficient  for  the  preventive  treat- 
ment of  more  than  300,000  persons  monthly  has  been  consi stent  13’- 
maintained  throughout  the  3'-ear.  The  successful  production  of  the 
vaccine  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  fundamental  researches  of 
Dr.  Jaiaes  Graigie  which  have  been  conducted  in  co-operation  with 
the  National  Re^search  Council.  The  findings  of  these  important 
researches  have  been  made  available  through  the  National  Research 
Council  to  other  institutions.  Dr.  Laurella  McClelland  has  direc- 
ted the  large-scale  production  and  Dr.  R,  G.  Parker  the  chemical 
procedures  involved  in  the  purifying  of  the  product.  The  final 
testing  has  been  conducted  by  Dr.  Graigie. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  signifi- 
cant contribution  of  the  method  of  protection  against  tetanus 
through  the  use  of  tetanus  toxoid  and  of  its  combination  v/ith 
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typhoid  vaccine  in  the  routine  iramunizatl  on  of  the  arraed  servi- 
ces. This  highl37’  important  work  has  been  carried  forward  under 
the  iminediate  direction  of  Ivlr.  Orr  and  Dr.  D.  T,  Fraser,  Imm- 
unization against  dijiitheria  through  the  use  of  diphtheria  tox- 
oid has  placed  Canada  in  a Reading  position  in  combating  diph- 
theria. Dr.  P.  J.  Moloney  has,  during  the  past  twenty  years, 
been  responsible  for  the  leadership  in  research  in  this ^ field- 
and  has  directed  the  production  of  the  very  large  quantities  of 
diphtheria  toxoid  required  for  both  civilian  and  arra3r  use. 

peaks  have  been  recorded  also  in  the  production  of  small- 
pox vaccine,  scarlet  fever  toxin,  and  several  other  products, 
PREPARATION  OF  DRIED  HUMAN  BLOOD  SERUIi 

During  the  year,  the  prograiorae  for  the  preparation  and 
drying  of  human  blood  serum  has  continued  to  expand..  This  phase 
of  the  Laboratories’  contribution  to  the  University’s  wartime 
activities  is  being  conducted  in  fulfilment  of  arrangements 
v»rith  the  Department  of  Pensions  and  National  Health,  Ottawa, 
which  have  been  in  effect  since  January,  1941,  whereby  the  De- 
partment reimburses  the  Laboratories  for  expenses  other  than 
directorial,  administrative,  overhead  and  indirect  costs.  Dur- 
ing the  year  the  Connaught  Laboratories  contributed  $32,000  for 
expenditures  associated  with  this  work,  excluding  indirect 
charges.  The  total  expenditures  for  the  work  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $520,000.  Owing  to  increasing  quantities  of  blood 
and  serum  received  from  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Gocietjr^  it  be- 
came evident  last  summer  that  enlarged  accoiniaodation  would  soon 
be  necessary.  Having  in  mind,  in  addition,  the  production  of 
Penicillin  for  the  Department  of  Munitions  end  Supply,  the  for- 
mer Knox  College  property  was  purchased  by  the ' University , Faci- 
lities were  provided  in  this  building,  now  knov/n  as  Spadina 
Division,  for  the  initial  steps  in  the  processing  of  blood  ser- 
un,  and  were  available  for  use  early  in  April. 

The  drying  of  blood  serum  has  continued  at  the  Dufferin 
Division  and  at  the  University  Section  on  a 24-hour  basis, 
seven  days  weekly.  Improvements  in  equipment  have  been  effec- 
ted so  that  it  is  now  possible  to  produce  over  5,000  bottles 
of  dried  serum  weeklj'-.  Equipment  in  course  of  installation 
provides  capacitj’-  for  another  800  bottles  v/eekly. 

During  the  3’'ear,  the  Laboratories  received  from  the  Cana- 
dian Red  Cross  Society  503,333  donations  of  v/hole  blood  and 
165,114  donations  of  serum  from-  clinics  throughout  Canada. 
Donations  in  March,  1944,  amounted  to  82,000,  whereas  the  total 
in  March,  1943,  was  36,000.  This  indreased  v^ork  has,  of  course, 
necessitated  an  increase  in  the  personnel  of  the  department  so 
that  119  persons  are  engaged  on  daytime  duties  and  57  persons 
on  evening  or  night-time  duties. 

Shipments  of  finished  material  have  exceeded  those  of  the 
previous  twelve-month  period.  Shipments  of  dried  serura  amount- 
ed to  115,866  bottles  - almost  double  the  number  of  smaller 
bottles  shipped  during  the  previous  year.  In  addition  the  Lab- 
oratories supplied  approximately  49,000  sets  for  administering 
the  reconstituted  serura  to  casualties,  over  32,000  bottles  of 
specially  prepared  water  and  over  10,000  vials  of  blood  typing 
serum. 

The  project  has  had  the  helpful  co-operation  and  advice 
of  man3'-  members  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  staff,  the  imme- 
diate direction  of  the  work  being  the  responsibility  of  Dr.  A, 

M.  Fisher  who  has  made  an  outstanding  contribution.  Dr.  A.  F. 
Charles  has  supervised  the  work  at  the  Dufferin  Division. 
1^TERINA.RY  PRODUCTS 

Progress  has  been  made  in  establishing  production  and 
distribution  of  Brucella  Abortus  vaccine  used  in  the  preven- 
tion of  contagious  abortion  in  cattle  and  a large  quantity  of 
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Anti-Swine-Erysipelas  serun,  prepared  by  immunizing  horses,  was  pro- 
duced. In  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan,  swine  erysipelas  constitutes 
a serious  problem  and  the  furnishing  of  this  serum  was  appreciated 
by  the  governments  of  these  provinces.  Dr.  Kerslake  has  the  direc- 
tion of  the  preparation  of  these  products.  As  mentioned  in  a pre- 
vious report,  the  Connaught  Laboratories  is  extending  the  field  of 
research  studies  to  include  animal  as  v/ell  as  human  diseases,  par- 
ticularly animal  diseases  which  are  transmissible  to  man.  The 
School  of  Hygiene  is  providing  for  veterinarians  a course  of  post- 
graduate study  in  public  health,  leading  to  the  Diploma  in  Yeter- 
inar3''  Public  Health.  These  steps  are  significant  of  the  growing 
importance  of  the  veterinarian  in  public  health  and  of  the  close 
relationship  of  veterinary  and  human  medicine. 

From  this  review  of  the  extensive  list  of  products  prepared 
and  distributed,  it  can  be  appreciated  that  Mr.  V/.  P.  Gerald, 

Secretary  of  the  Laboratories,  who  is  responsible  for  the  filling, 
packaging  and  distribution  of  products,  deserves  great  credit  for 
being  able  to  meet  the  demands  placed  on  these  departments.  Out- 
standing service  has  been  rendered  by  Miss  M.  Moon  who  was  appoint- 
ed this  year  to  be  in  charge  of  the  filling  section,  by  Miss  M.  B. 
Phillips,  who  has  directed  the  packaging  of  all  products,  and  hy 
Mr.  W.  A.  Brown  who  has  been  responsible  for  all  the  shipping 
arrangements,  including  exnort. 

RI^SEilRCH 

As  would  be  expected,  many  research  studies  have  been  inter- 
rupted because  of  the  war  and  the  increased  demands  which  have  been 
made  on  the  Laboratories  for  the  various  biological  products. 

E/forts  have  been  made  to  carry  forward  a nuiaber  of  important  st\jd- 
ies,  particularly''  those  which  have  a direct  relation  to  war  problems. 
The  current  volume  of  Collected  Studies  of  the  Connaught  Laborator- 
ies and  School  of  Hygiene,  presenting  papers  published  during  1943, 
includes  only  26,  in  contrast  to  56  in  1938, 

Dr.  D.  A.  Scott  has  continued  his  studies  of  carbonic  anhydrase, 
since  this  ferment,  found  in  red  blood  cells,  mayr  have  important 
clinical  value.  Dr.  Scott  has  also  carried  forward  studies  of 
Insulin,  in  which  field  he  has  made  several  highly  important  contri- 
butions. 

Dr.  E.  W.  McHenry,  Assistant  Director,  with  Dr.  R.  G.  Romans, 

Dr.  H.  D.  Bott  and  Dr,  G.  A.  McYicar,  has  carried  forward  studies 
relating  to  glandular  products,  including  Insulin.  In  addition,  at 
the  request  of  the  Committee  on  Blood  Substitutes,  preparation  of 
sufficient  isinglass  for  adequate  clinical  trial,  as  a substitute 
for  blood  serum  in  the  treatment  of  shock,  v;as  undertaken.  This 
work  v'as  conducted  in  co-operation  with  Professor  N.  B.  Taylor  of 
the  Department  of  Physiology?-.  Jfr.  D.  M.  Young  has  co-ordinated 
procedures  for  the  assay  of  all  glandular  products. 

Dr.  C,  Siebenmann  has  studied  the  value  of  chemotherapy  and 
of  serum  therapy  in  the  treatment  of  experimental  gas  gangrene.  He 
has  also  investigated'  in  laboratory  animals  the  value  of  penicillin 
in  the  treatment  of  this  infection.  He  has  co-operated  with  Dr. 

Frieda  Fraser  and  Dr.  Leone  Farrell  in  the  study  of  Streptothrycin, 
which  is  one  of  a number  of  new  products  possessing  properties  re- 
sembling penicillin.  Dr.  Farrell  has  also  studied  problems  associa- 
ted with  the  production  of  whooping  cough  vaccine,  cholera  vaccine 
and  a toxoid  for  the  possible  prevention  of  Shiga  dysentery. 

For  part  of  the  year  Dr.  Hare  was  able  to  carry  forward  stud- 
ies in  influenza  until  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  assume  duties 
in  connection  with  the  production  of  penicillin.  The  work  in  influ- 
enza has  been  continued  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  1.  W.  Fisher. 

The  Connaught  Laboratories  has  served  since  1936  as  the  Canadian 
centre  for  the  study  of  influenza  and  the  isolation  and  identifica- 
tion of  the  strains  of  virus  occurring  in  clinical  cases. 
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Important  contributions  have  been  made  in  the  study  of 
typhus  fever  vaccine  by  Dr.  Craigie,  Dr,  Kelles  Silverthorne 
has  conducted  observations  on  meningitis  and  whooping  cough. 

Dr.  R.  C.  Parker. has  carried  forv/ard  studies,  using  tissue  cul- 
ture, relating  to  certain  virus  infections.  Dr, ^Moloney  has 
conducted  studies  on  the  phenomenon  of  the  detoxification  of 
toxins  and  on  invitro  methods  for  the  measurement  of  certain 
toxins. 

V/ESTSRi:  DIVISION 

Owing  to  the  very  limited  laboratory  accommodation  in  the 
Science  Building  of  the  University’’  of  British  Columbia,  Dr.  C, 

E,  Dolman,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Western  Division  of  the  Con- 
naught Laboratories,  has  been  unable  to  extend  the  research 
studies  in  which  he  is  engaged  v/ith  his  colleague,  'Dr.  L.  E. 
Ranta,  and  a group  of  graduate  students.  Dr,  Dolman  is  Profes- 
sor of  Bacteriology  and  Preventive  Medicine  in  the  University*' 
of  British  Columbia  and  Director  of  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health  Laboratories.  He  has  been  able  to  carry  forward  studies 
in  food  poisoning,  work  v/hich  is  of  great  practical  importance, 
particularly’’  in  v;artirae.  A monograph  of  46  pages  was  issued 
last  year  and  has  had  a wide  circulation. 

Plans  for  the  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine,  in  which 
the  Western  Division  will  be  accommodated,  on  the  campus  of  the 
University’’  of  British  Columbia,  are  being  further  developed  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  construction  of  the  building  will  be  com- 
menced at  the  conclusion  of  the  war. 

CONNAUaHT  LABOPcATORIBS  LIBRARY 

Essential  to  the  work  of  the  Laboratories  is  the  library, 
with  the  reference  service  and  the  translations  of  articles  in 
foreign  languages  provided  by  Miss  0.  E.  Somerville,  librarian, 
and  Miss  K.  Pichler,  The  Connaught  Laboratories  library  now 
constitutes  one  of  the  best  in  Canada  in  the  fields  represented 
and  adds  to  the  significance  of  Toronto  as  a centre  of  medical 
literature. 

PERSONNEL 

During  the  year  the  staff  has  been  substantially’’  increased. 
Much  credit  is  due  to  Mr*.  I,  Angus  who  with  the  assistance  of 
Miss  R.  M.  Briggs  has  made  possible  the  obtaining  of  the  staff 
required.  In  March,  1943,  there  v/ere  425  persons  employed  in  the 
Laboratories,  which  number  was  increased  to  717  in  March  of  this 
year.  At  the  time  of  this  report  (Tune)  the  total  staff  numbers 
846. 

The  success  of  the  work  of  this  year  in  meeting  the  unpre- 
cedented demands  made  on  the  Laboratories  is  due  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  able  service  ot  Mr . K*  E.  Allen,  Comptroller,  I'/Ir, 
I.  W.  Boyd,  Superintendent,  and  iilr.  V/.  P.  O-erald,  Secretary.  In 
no  previous  year  has  such  an  amount  of  new  construction  and 
equipment  been  required.  I/Ir.  Boyd  has  had  responsibilities  in 
regard  to  more  than  one  million  dollars*  worth  of  construction 
and  equipment,  as  well  as  the  greatly  increased  purchases  of 
supplies  and  equipment  for  the  normal  activities  of  the  Labora- 
tories. All  of  this  in  turn  represents  greatly  increased  work 
for  the  staff  under  the  direction  of  Mr,  Allen.  Mr,  Allen  has 
had  the  able  assistance  of  Mr.  E.  Vf.  Harbour.  It  is  indeed 
an  achievement  that  it  is  possible  to  record  that  all  the  mat- 
ters associated  with  the  Comptroller’s  Office  have  been  success- 
fully’’ carried  forward  and  that  the  balance  sheet  for  the  year 
ending  March  31st  is  presented  at  this  meeting. 

It  has  been  our  policy  to  ask  for  the  minimum  number  of 
deferments  in  connection  with  military  service,  v-;ith  the  result 
that  only  12  requests  are  at  present  in  force.  During  the  year 
the  War  Services  Committee  of  the  Laboratories  has  kept  in  touch 
with  the  75  members  who  are  now  serving  with  the  armed  forces. 
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Colonel  M,  H.  Brovm  is  Director  of  H3'-giene  for  the  Canadian  Army, 
with  headquarters  in  London,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  D.  L.  MacLean 
is  H^.’^giene  Officer  with  the  1st  Canadian  Corps.  A few  months  ago 
Major  N.  E.  McKinnon  of  Headquarters  Staff,  Ottawa,  returned  to 
assume  duties  as  head  of  the  Department  of  Epidemiology  and  Bio- 
metrics in  the  School  of  Hygiene  and  as  Research  Member  in  the 
Laboratories,  ;ir.  F.  L.  Hutchison,  Assistant  I^irector,  V7ho  was 
serving  as  Squadron  Leader  in  charge  of  the  University  Air  Train- 
ing Corps,  reported  for  active  service  in  May,  1943,  and  is  now 
a Flight  Lieutenant  with  the  R.C.A.F. 

It  is  a great  pleasure,  again,  to  acknowledge  v/ith  thanks 
and  appreciation  the  support  of  the  Chair  man  of  the  Connaught  Lab- 
oratories Committee  of  the  Governors,  Dr.  Balmer  Neilly,  and  his 
fellovi/  members  of  the  Committee.  I also  wish  to  record  the  splen- 
did co-operation  extended  by  ray  administrative  colleagues  and  by 
the  staff  of  the  Laboratories,  to  whose  devotion  so  much  credit 
is  due  for  the  progress  of  the  work  during  this  j'^ear  of  maximum 
effort ,

Vincent 
Masse^’’,  a nominee  for  the  office  of  Chancellor,  and  dir- 
ects that  a copj’’  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Presi- 
dent, the  Board  of  Covernors,  the  Senate,  and  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  Universityc" 

The  Bursar  was  requested  to,  read  the  cablegram  sent  to  Ivlr.  Massey, 
which  was  as  follovrs:- 

'•Sir  William  Mulock  and  j'-ourself  have  been  nominated  for  the 
office  of  Chancellor  (stop).  The  Act  provides  that  any  per- 
son so  nominated  nay  refuse  the  nomination  by  notifying  the 
Registrar  before  September  twelfth  (stop).  Sir  \/illiam  has 
been  informed  of  your  nomination  but  as  he  wishes  to  die  in 
harness  he  has  stated  that  he  wi^-l  be  a candidate  (stop). 

am  notifying  you  of  your  nomination  in  order  that  you  may 
inform  me  vrtiether  3''ou  wish  to  be  a candidate  also  thus  mak- 
ing necessary  voting  bj*-  the  graduate  body  (stop).  Further 
the  Act  provides  that  no  person  shall  be  ei.igible  for  elec- 
tion as  Chancellor  unless  he  is  a resident  of  Ontario  and 
that  the  right  of  anj’’  person  to  be  Chancellor,  if  questioned, 
shall  be  finall3'’  decided  by  the  Senate  (stop).  If  you  should 
decide  to  be  a candidate  it  may  be  necessar37‘  to  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Senate  and  have  determined  the  ques- 
tion of  3rour  eligibilit3r  in  the  matter  of  residence  (stop). 
"The  last  date"  for  nominations  is  September  sixth  (stop). 

If  additional  nominations  are  received  I will  cable  3'‘ou 
(stop).  Please  cable  your  decision  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  ( stop) .

Dr.  Neilly  then  presented  the  following 

memorandum; - 

”A  certain  cable,  addressed  to  The  Right  Honourable 
Vincent  Massey  under  date  of  August  25  last  and  signed  by 
Mr.  Fennell  as  Registrar  of  this  University,  does,  I regret 
to  say,  give  rise  to  a situation  that  merits  the  serious 
consideration  of  this  Board. 

Sections  89  to  114,  inclusive,  of  the  University  Act, 
make  it  clear  that  authority  and  responsibility  for  the  elec- 
tion or  appointment  of  the  Chancellor  of  this  University 
'•rests  with  the  "Senate.  • Hov\rever,  Section  29  of  the  same  Act 
reads  in  part  as  follows :- 

•The  governi-ient , conduct,  management  and  control 
of  the  University shall  be  vested  in  the  Board.*

From  this  it  would  appear  that,  within  prescribed  bounds, 
we,  the  Board,  have  a supervisory  authority  and  r esponsibility , 
and  that  while  the  Senate  is  authorized  and  obligated  to  do  cer- 
tain things,  it  is  the  Board’s  duty  to  see  that  they,  the  Senate, 
exercise  and  discharge  those  duties  with  due  regard  for  the  well- 
being and  good  name  of  this  Universitjr. 

V/hile  I am  certain  that  the  Registrar  never  intended  it, 

I am  equally  sure  that  any  disinterested  party  would  be  fully 
justified  in  taking  the  view  that  the  cable  above  referred  to 
was,  or  at  any  rate  could  be,  considered  as  an  affront  to  a grad- 
uate of  this  University.  Secondly,  the  same  cable  states  that  it 
may  be  necessary,  unless  he,  I'ir.  ^Massey,  withdraws  from  the  con- 
test, to  hold  a Special  Meeting  of  the  Senate  to  examine  and  pass 
upon  his  qualifications  for  the  office  of  Chancellor. 

Now  I am  sure  that  it  is  the  unanimous  desire  of  the  Board 
that  lEr,  Uassey  be  assured  formally  that  no  affront  was  intended, 
and  that  if  perchance  any  such  meaning  could  be  read  into  the 
Registrar’s  cable  of  the  25th  of  August,  it  is  a matter  of  regret 
to  all  the  members  of  this  Board. 

Then  too,  there  is  another  point  that  arises  from  a peru- 
sal of  that  cable.  It  states  clear Ij'’  that  if  Mr.  Massey  does  not 
withdraw  his  name  from  nomination,  his  qualifications  for  the 
office  of  Chancellor  wij.1  be  examined  and,  if  necessary,  the  data 
thus  gathered  will  be  submitted  to  a Special  Meeting  of  the  Senate. 

No  objection  can  or  should  be  raised  to  such  precautionary 
measures  provided  the  Senate,  through  the  Registrar,  proposes  to 
apply  the  same  treatment  to  all  candidates.  In  my  opinion  the 
question  that  concerns  the  Governors  of  this  University  is,  did 
they  apply  or  propose  to  apnly  the  same  treatment  to  all  nominees, 
or  are  they,  the  Senate,  guilty  of  discrimination? 

To  my  mind  this  is  a most  important  and  pressing  question. 
This  Board  as  such  is  not  concerned  with  who  is  nominated  or  elec- 
ted Chancellor,  but  it  is  concerned,  and  indeed  seriously  concerned, 
if,  in  addition  to  an  ambiguity  that  might  be  considered  as  an 
affront  to  a graduate,  there  is  any  ground  for  thinking  that  dis- 
crimination has  .been  shown  or  intended. 

And  so,  lir.  Chairman,  provided  the  Governors  will  agree  to 
waive  the  neoessitj^  for  formal  Notice  of  Motion,  I v/ould  Move  that 
the  Bursar  be  instructed  to  comraunicate  vmth  the  Senate  at  once, 
asking  - ^ 

1.  Whether  or  not  the  Senate  examined  the  qualifications 
of  all  the  candidates,  and 

2.  If  the  answer  is  in  the  affirmative,  what  decision  was 
reached  in  each  case? 

You  will  observe,  lie.  Chairman,  that  the  above  statement 
was  prepared  and  reduced  to  writing,  and  so  that  there  nay  be  no 
misunderstanding  now  or  hereafter  as  to  what  I have  said,  I would 
request  that  this  memorandum  be  spread  verbatim  upon  the  minutes 
of  this  meeting.”

Osier,  he  succeeded  his  father  as  a member  of  this  Board  in 
1924  and  served  also  as  a trustee  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum 
and  the  Toronto  General  Hospital.  In  the  financial  world  where 
he  held  many  presidencies  and  directorships  he  v/as  highl3'' 
esteemed  for  his  integrity,  wisdom  end  kindliness.  Those 
qualities  he  constantly  displayed  in  his  long  service  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  To  a-  famous  Canadian  family 
name  he  added  further  honour.  In  the  Great  V/orld  War  now 
raging  all  the  available  male  rijembers  of  his  family  and  kindred 
were  engaged,  and'  he  himself  lost  one  of  his  sons.

He  was 
a distinguished  law3^er,  and  from  1911  to  19B7  was  a justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario.  His  utterances  from  the 
Bench  during  his  long  tenure  of  office  frequent Ijr  dealt 
with  moral  and  social  problems  on  whose  correct  solution 
the  public  welfare  largeljr  depended.  His  long  association 
with  the  Public  Library  Board  of  Toronto  was  marked  by  its 
gro^vth  in  buildings,  in  library  contents,  and  in  improved 
organization  which  led  to  wide.ly  increased  circulation. 

In  1939  the  Pope  made  him  a Knight  Commander  of  the  Order 
of  St.  Gregory  as  a mark  of  his  practical  devotion  to  his 
church.  On  the  Universitjr  Board  his  regular  attendance, 
independent  judgment,  long  experience  and  balanced  mind 
enabled  him  to  share  in  and  set  forward  the  development 
of  this  institution  over  a whole  generation. 

His  fellow-members  extend  their  best 
v;ishes  to  him  and  hope  that  he  will  enjoy  the  eventide  of 
his  useful  life.

In  order  to  facilitate  the  procedure  neces-

The  Chairroan  informed  the  Board  that  fol- 
lov/ing  the  meeting  of  September  S8th  he  had  had  an  interview  with  the 
Prime  Minister  when  he  had  informed  the  Prime  Minister  that  the  Gover- 
nors had  under  consideration  the  verbal  communication  which  he  had 
requested  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  the  President  to  make,  and 
that  the  Board  had  called  a special  meeting  to  further  consider  the 
matter.  In  the  meantime  they  were  apparently  prepared  to  offer  the 
Government  their  resignations  if  it  would  facilitate  him  in  carr^^’ing 
out  his  wishes,  but  the  Prime  Minister  definitely  deprecated  any  such 
action  and  stated  that  that  was  not  in  his  mind.  The  Chairman  further 
informed  the  Board  that  he  had  told  the  Prime  Minister  that  it  was 
most  difficult  to  come  to  any  conclusions  and  offer  any  counsel  worth 
while  when  the  consideration  of  the  matter  could  only  be  founded  on 
inference  since  the ' statement  of  himself  as  Prime  Minister  and  Minister 


of  Education  was  quite  general.  The  Chairman  further  stated  that 
the  interview  v/as  most  amicable  and  that  he  thought  any  difficul- 
ties inherent  in  the  situation  could  be  met  if  due  deliberation 
were  exercised.  : 

• ' He  then  stated  that  the  President  had 
asked  that  he  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  speak  to  the  Board 
before  anjr  discussion  was  entered  into. 

The  President  then  stated  that  he  had 
a statement  which  he  wished  to  make.  He  referred  to  his  nearly 
thirteen  years’  occupancy  of  the  Office  of  President,  and  of  the 
developments  which  had  taken  place  in  the  University  during  that 
period,  and  said  that  he  felt  the  time  had  now  come  when  as  a 
result  of  the  passing  j^'ears  he  should  retire  from  the  Office  of 
the  Presidency  in  order  to  hand  over  the  responsibilities  to  a 
younger  man*,  and  that  therefore  it  v/as'his  definite  intention  to 
offer  to  the  Board  at  its  next  regular  meeting  his  formal  resig- 
nation as  President  of  the  University,  to  take  effect  on  June 
30,  1945. 

After  the  conclusion  of  the  President’s 
statement  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  conveyed  to  the  President  the 
appreciation  of  the  Board  of  his  most  excellent  and  acceptable 
discharge  of  the  responsibilities  of  President  during  his  tenure 
of  office,  and  expressed  their  regret  that  the  passing  of  years 
had  rendered  it  necessary  for  him  to  allow  the  mantle  to  fall  on 
younger  shoulders. 

There  was  presented  by  Dr.  Neill3r  cer- 
tain specific  suggestions  as  to  matters  which  might'  well  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Board  v/ith  the  object  of  taking  advantage  of  the 
Prime  Minister’s  request  for  counsel  so  that  the  views  of  the 
Board  regarding  University  matters  might  be  formall3r  presented  to 
the  Prime  Minister  as  soon  as  possible.  In  this  connection, 

Upon  motion  of  Hon.  Dr.  Bruce, 

Seconded  b3^  Dr.  Cibson, 

the  Chairman  of  the  Board  was  reo nested  to  nominate  a Committee 


to  consider  Dr.  Iieill3^’s  suggestions  and  anj'’  others  which  might  be 
made  as  to  improvement,  both  in  the  relations  of  the  University  to 
the  Government  and  in  connection  v;ith  the  internal  organization  of 
the  Board.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  was  appointed  Chairman  of 
this  Gomraittee. 

Before  the  meeting  adjourned  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  was  requested  to  ask  the  Registrar  to  return  to  the 
Secretarj’’  of  the  Board  the  formal  communication  sent  to  him  as  Sec- 
retary^ of  the  Senate  in  connection  with  the  Chancellor-elect.

After  discussing 
the  matter  it  was  suggested  that  the  Chairman  be  reauested  to  commun- 
icate with  the  Minister  of  Education  in  this  regard  and  convey  the 
Board’s  appreciation  of  what  is  their  understanding,  viz;  that  the 
Provincial  Government  will  make  provision  for  a new  Pov?er  Plant,  this 
building  being  required  in  the  very  near  future.

The  Librarian  presented  a statement  of  University 
Library  statistics,  showing  the  urgent  need  for  more  space, 
especiall3'-  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  registration  of  stud- 
ents last  year  was  7,129,  yet  the  reading  rooms  of  the  main 
library  have  a seating  capacitj'-  of  onlji^  448;  also  that  the 
book  stock  has  doubled  every  fifteen  years  since  the  Library 
was  built  in  1892,  The  Librarian  stated  that  he  was  desir- 
ous of  ascertaining  whether  the  Board  contemplated  a change 
in  the  site  of  the  Library  or  whether  it  was  felt  that  the 
present  building  could  be  expanded.  The  Library  Committee 
stressed  the  need  for  additional  steck-roonl-  space,  reading- 
room  space,  and  provision  for  dead  storage.  The  Superin- 
tendent informed  the  meeting  that  possibly  some  space  could 
be  provided  in  the  basement  of  the  Men’s  Residences  and  also 
in  the  basement  of  University  College  for  dead  storage  of 
between  20,000  and  30,000  books. 

Following  a tour  of  the  Library  building  and  after 
considering  the  whole  situation  your  Committee  recommends 
that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Messrs.  Itothers  & Haldenby  in 
1932  had  already  prepared  certain  plans  in  connection  with 
the  possible  extension  of  the  existing  building  they  be  con- 
sulted further  in  the  matter.  Your  Committee  also  recom- 
mends that  in  viev/  of  the  fact  that  a private  anonymous 
donor  had  offered  the  sum  of  ^1,000  for  the  purpose  of  gett- 
ing a report  and  advice  from  a competent  expert  regarding 
the  plans  that  should  be  followed  in  the  expansion  of  the 
Library,  an  appropriation  of  •'1^1,000  be  voted  by  the  Board  in 
order  that  a representative  of  the  Architects,  the  Superin- 
tendent’s Office,  and  the  Library  might  visit  other  librar- 
ies to  obtain  information  in  connection  with  the  same. 

The  following  matters  were  also  considered  at  this 
meeting  by  your  Committee :- 

2.  A report  was  presented  from  the  Superintendent  re- 
questing an  additional  appropriation  of  ^1,000  for  the  V/ork- 
men’s  Compensation  fund,  and  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Itorrow  your 
Committee  recoromends  that  this  be  granted. 

3.  Following  the  authority  of  the  Board  for  the  obtain- 
ing of  an  option  on  the  property  No.  67  St,  George  Street  from 
the  owner,  Mrs.  Goulding,  at  an  estimated  figure  of  $18,000,, 
the  Chairman  of  j'-our  Committee  obtained  an  option  on  the  same 
for  21  days  after  October  31,  1944.

the  Chairman  of  the  Board  to  the  Honourable  li/ir.  Drew  in  reference  to 
the  University  Act  as  it  affects  Federation,  together  with  J:ir.  Drew’s 
re ply: - 

"The  Honourable  Ueorge  A.  Drew, 

Prime  Minister  and  Minister  of  Education, 
parliament  Buildings, 

Toronto , 2 . 

My  dear  hir.  Prime  Minister:- 

Since  our  conversation  in  reference  to 
the  University  Act  as  it  affects  Federation  I have  given  the  mat- 
ter considerable  thought,  and  now  send  you  the  following  memoran- 
dum: - 

1.  It  is  quite  clear  that  no  one  in  the  University  ques- 
tions the  value  of  Federation  and  the  necessity  of  its  preser- 
vation in  the  interests  of  education  in  the  Province. 

2.  It  is  felt,  however,  that  the  conditions  agreed  to  in 
the  Federation  Act  of  1887  are  not  in  accord  vdth  the  situation 
as  it  exists  in  1944,  and  that  they  should  be  reviewed,  d.n  amic- 
able conference  if  possible. 

It  is  undoubtedly  costing  the  Province  considerably 
more  to  educate  the  students  of  Denominational  Colleges  than 
was  originally  anticipated.  This  may  be  as  it  should  be.  but  a 
reasonable  enquiry  might  well  be  made  to  establish  its  justifi- 
cation, particularly  as  the  provincial  Treasury  has  man^r  obliga- 
tions. 

3.  Personalljr,  i am  convinced  that  nothing  will  be  accom- 
plished unless  the  enquiry  is  instituted  by  the  Department  of 
Education,  representing  the  Government.  This  v;as  the  view  of 
the  late  Dr.  McArthur  who  did  move  in  the  matter  but  whose  ac- 
tion was  interrupted  by  illness. 

4.  Consequently  I venture  to  suggest  that  a Committee  of 
Conference  might  be  set  up  to  discuss  the  situation  frankly 
and  report  to  the  Minister.

It  would  be  admirable  if  Dr.  Althouse  could  act  as 
Ghairraan  of  the  Committee.  The  President  of  the  University 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Qovernor's  should  be  members, 
and  the  four  Federated  Arts  Colleges,  including  University 
College,  might -be  asked  to  appoint  one  representative  each. 

The  Crovernment,  the  University  and  the  Federated 
Colleges  are  all  parties  to  the  original'  agreement  and  if 
there  is  to  be  any  enquiry  their  several  interests  should  be 
cons5,dered.

to  advise  Dr.  A.  R.  Gordon,  Head  of  the  department,  that  the  signing 
of  the  agreement  on  behalf  of  the  Governors  was  not  approved,  two  of 
the  conditions  most  strongly  objected  to  being: - 

Par.  8 - The  University  is  to  do  all  the  work  and  any  patent- 

able  inventions  or  discoveries  resulting  there- 
from shall  become  the  sole  and  exclusive  property 
of  Corn  Products. 

Par.  9 - The  publication  or  public  disclosure  in  an3'‘  manner  of 

material  and  data  relating  to  the  associateship 
shall  be  made  only  after  review  and  approval  by 
Corn  Products, 

A letter  was  also  presented  from  Dr.  H.  0.  L.  Fischer  con- 
cerning the  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  agreement. 


A formal  notification  from  the  Registrar  was  presented  ad- 
vising that  at  a Special  meeting  of  the  Senate  held  on  November  17, 
1944,.  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  H.  -T,  Cody,  C.M.G.,  was  appointed 
Chancellor  of  the  University  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  1944-48 
for  which  the  late  Right  Honourable  Sir  William  Mulock,  K.C.M.G., 
was  elected  in  September,  1944. 


The  Secretarji^  presented  the  following  letter  from  the  Alumni 
Federation  in  connection  with  Senate  Hlections:- 

”The  Board  of  Governors,

Gentlemen: - 

Under  date  of  September  6th  we  forwarded  you  a copy 
of  a Resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Associ- 
ation regarding  a telegram  sent  by  the  Registrar  to  the  Honour- 
able Vincent  ilassey  in  connection  with  the  Chancellorship  elec- 
tions, 

A cop3^  of  the  same  Resolution  of  our  Board  was  sent 
to  the  Senate  and  we  understand  that  it  has  decided  to  take  no 
action.

The  following  statement  was  then  presented  b3^  the  Hon. 

Dr.  Bruce 

”I  beg  to  refer  to  the  memorandum  read  before  this 
Board  of  C-overnors  by  Dr.  Balmer  Heillj''  at  its  meeting  on 
September  14,  1944,  v;hich  memorandum  has  been  spread  upon 
and  is  part  of  the  Minutes. 

Dr.  Neilly  therein  expressed  regret  at  the  nature 
of  a certain  cable,  dated  August  25th  last,  addressed  by 
IJir,  Fennell  as  Registrar  of  this  University,  to  the  Rt,  Hon. 
Vincent  Massey.  This  cablegram  read  as  follows:- 

’Sir  V/illiam  Muloch  and  yourself  have  been  nominated 
for  the  office  of  Chancellor  stop  The  Act  provides 
that  any  person  so  nominated  may  refuse  the  nomina- 
tion by  notifying  the  Registrar  before  September 
twelfth  stop  Sir  William  has  been  informed  of  your 
nomination  but  as  he  wishes  to  die  in  harness  he  has 
stated  that  he  will  be  a candidate  stop  I am  noti- 
fying you  of  your  nomination  in  order  that  you  may 
inform  me  whether  j^ou  wish  to  be  a candidate  also 
thus  making  necessary  voting  by  the  graduate  body 
stop  Further  the  Act  provides  that  no  person  shall 
be  eligible  for  election  as  Chancellor  unless  he  is 
a resident  of  Ontario  and  that  the  right  of  any  per- 
son to  be  Chancellor,  if  questioned,  shall  be  finally 
decided  b3r  the  Senate  stop  If  3'’ou  should  deciie  to 
be  a candidate  it  ma3^  be  necessary  to  call  a special 
meeting  of  the  Senate  and  have  determined  the  ques- 
tion of  your  eligibility  in  the  matter  of  residence 
stop  The  last  date  for  nomination  is  September  sixth 
stop  If  additional  nominations  are  received  I will 
cable  3/'ou  stop  Please  cable  your  decision  at  the 
earliest  possible  date  stop” 

The  grounds  of  objection  to  this  cablegram  were  stated  to  be 
(a)  that  it  was  an  affront,  or  an  implied  affront,  to  a 
graduate  of  this  University;  (b)  that  there  was  in  it  as 
well  an  implication  of  unfairness  on  the  part  of  the  Senate 
in  contemplating  an  examination  of  the  eligibility  of  Mr. 
Masseur  and  not  of  any  other  candidate.  Dr.  Neilly ’s  state- 
ment ended  with  a motion  instructing  that  a communication 
be  sent  the  Senate,  making  enquiries  as  to  the  conduct  of 
that  body  in  the  premises.

, ^ At  the  meeting  of  this  Board  held  on  September  14th 

last, ^ it  was  requested  by  the  Board  that  the  Chairman  communic- 
ate with  the  Rt.  Hon.  Vincent  Massey,  informing  him  that  it  vras 
unfortunate  the  cable  had  been  sent  and  expressing  the  Board’s 
regret  at  the  manner  in  which  it  was  worded. 


Following  the  meeting  of  September  14th,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  G-overnors  v^^rote  to  Mr.  Massey  under  date  of 
September  20th.  A copy  of  his  letter  is  as  follovrs; 

’As  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University 
of  Toronto,  I vjrite  in  the  name  of  the  Board  to  express 
our  very  sincere  regret  that  the  cablegrara  which  v/as  sent 
to  you  by  the  Registrar  in  reference  to  the  election  for 
Chancellor  was  so  v/orded  that  it  might  be  inferred  there 
was  a desire  on  the  part  of  those  responsible  for  the 
conduct  of  the  election  that  you  should  withdraw. 

As  you  know,  the  Registrar  is  responsible  to  the  Senate 
for  the  conduct  of  Senate  Elections.  He  felt  you  should 
be  advised  of  the  facts  and  after  consulting  the  Univer- 
sitjr  Solicitor  as  to  the  matter  of  residence,  he  decided 
to  cable  you,  on  obtaining  the  President’s  approval  of  a 
message  being  sent.  The  solicitor,  I maj^’  say,  gave  it 
as  his  opinion  that  in  the  matter  of  residence  you  did 
not  qualify.  That  is  a matter  of  opinion  only,  and  I do 
not  suppose  the  question  would  have  been  raised. 

While  we  recognize  the  proper  desire  of  the  Senate’s 
officer  not  to  leave  you  in  ignorance  of  the  situation, 
we  deeply  regret  the  unfortunate  manner  and  wording  of 
the  message  employed  in  transmitting  the  information.

In  m3^  opinion,  the  Chairman  in  his  letter  failed  to 
comply'’  with  the  instructions  of  this  Board,  in  that  he  ex- 
pressed to  I4r.  Massey  on  behalf  of  the  Board  no  regret  that 
the  cablegrara  in  question  had  been  sent  by  the  Registrar,  but 
only  expressed  regret  for  the  wording  of  such  cablegram,  and 
followed  such  expression  by  language  apparently  designed  to 
vindicate  the  Registrar  in  the  action  he  had  taken,  except 
in  the  mere  matter  of  expression. 

Going  beyond  the  instructions  of  the  Board  in  Vi/hat 
vjould  appear  to  be  intended  as  a vindication  of  the  Registrar, 
the  Chairman  in  his  letter  referred  to  an  opinion  given  this 
Board  by  its  Solicitor,  Hamilton  Cassels,  H.C.,  on  the 

matter  of  the  eligibility  of  ISr.  Massey  as  a candidate  for 
Chancellor.  ’The  solicitor,  I may  say’,  said  the  Chairman  in 
his  letter,  ’gave  it.  as  his  opinion  that  in  the  matter  of 
residence  3rou  did  not  qualify.’  This  assertion,  I submit  to 
this  Board,  is  not  a fair  and  not  a faithful  inference  to  be 
drawn  from  our  solicitor’s  letter  on  the  question  of  i^r. 
Massej'^’s  eligibility.  I quote  from  the  solicitor’s  letter  of 
August  24,  1944,  as  follows:- 

’Sec.  43  uses  the  expression  ’a  resident  of  Ontario. 
Ilov'/ever,  the  marginal  note  reads  ’Chancellor  must  be  a 
British  subject  resident  in  Ontario’. 
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’And  Sec,  45  provides  that  ’if  an  elected  member  of  the 
Senate  resigns,  goes  to  reside  outside  of  Ontario,  be- 
comes insane  or  incapable  of  acting  his 

seat  shall  ipso  facto  become  vacant  ’ 

’I  feel  that'  the  wording  of  the  marginal  note  and  Sec. 

45  throws  some  light  on  the  interpretation  of  Sec.  45, 
and  that  the  provisions  of  Sec.  43  require  actual  re- 
sidence in  Ontario.  The  Hon.  Vincent  I-Iassey  really 
has  his  chief  residence  in  England  and  I do  not  think: 
that  on  a strict  interpretation  of  the  statutes  he  is 
eligible  for  election  as  Chancellor.  The  matter,  how- 
ever, is  not  one  for  determination  by  the  Comets  as 
the  Senate  has  been  given  full  power  under  Sec.  47  to 
pass  on  the  eligibility  of  candidates. ’ 

’I  understand  that  I'Jr.  Massey  maintains  a residence  near 
Port  Hope  with  a permanent  staff  and  that  from  time  to 
time,  when  he  comes  to  Canada,  he  resides  there.’ 

’The  Senate  might,  therefore,  in  view  of  this  and  of  the 
fact  that  his  position  in  London  might  at  any  time  be 
terminated,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  he  should  pro- 
perly be  deemed  a resident  of  Ontario.’ 

You  will  readily  see  that  the  effect  of  Mr. 
Gassels’  opinion  is  that  all  the  circumstances  touching  on 
the  subject  of  Mr.  Massey’s  residence  v/ould  justif3r  the 
Senate  in  declaring  him  eligible,  and  that  such  declara- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Senate  would  be  final  and  conclus- 
ive . 

In  view  of  the  above,  I feel  very  stronglj?'  that 
the  effect  of  the  Registrar’s  conduct  and.  of  the  Chairman’s 
letter  leaves  this  Board  sti].l  in  the  position  of  having 
done  an  injustice  to  Mr.  Massey,  v/hich  should  be  repaired. 
I,  therefore,  request  that  the  statement  which  I have  now 
read  to  this  meeting  be  spread  upon  the  Minutes  and  that  a 
copy  of  same  be  sent  at  once  to  IJIr.  Massey  with  an  expres- 
sion of  concurrence  on  the  part  of  this  Board  and  of  un- 
reserved regret  at  the  corniaunication  sent  bjr  the  Registrar 
in  the  name  of  this  Board  on  25th  August  last.”

Careful  consideration  was  given  to  the  memorandum  covering 
proposed  arrangements  for  ex-service  students  in  the  Faculty  of 
Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  and  providing  the  numbers  warrant 
it,  the  Board  gave  authorit3r,  upon  motion  of  I'ir.  Bryce,  for  the 
supplies  and  staff  as  required,  v/hich  have  been  summarized  as 
follows  bj''  Dean  Young  and  in  connection  with  v/hich  it  is  under- 
stood that  the  Dean  will  request  special  appropriations: - 

(1)  Authorization  of  a special  session  from  April  to 
September,  1945,  and  appropriation  of  funds  for  staff, 
supplies,  and  anj/  necessary  additional  equipment  for  200 
students. 

(2)  Provision  of  accommodation  for  the  entire  First 
Year  off  the  campus  for  the  Session  1945-46  or,  alterna- 
tively, the  restriction  of  the  First  Year  enrolment  to  not 
more  than  400. 

(5)  If  off- the -campus  quarters  are  to  be  provided 
for  1945-46,  the  appropriation  of  funds  for  staff,  which 
must  be  immediately  sought,  and  the  purchase  of  equipment 
and  supplies,  v/hich  must  be  ordered  many  months  in  advance. 

(It  is  suggested  that  immediate  provision  be  made  for  1.000 
freshraen,  with  possible  extension  to  provide  for  1,500.) 

(4)  Assurance  that  the  full  force  of  the  University 
will  be  brought  to  bear  to  obtain  release  from  the  forces 
or  postponement  of  military  training  for  those  whose  ser- 
vices as  instructors  are  requested. 


The  following  report  of  the  Senate’s  Special  Committee 
on  Rehabilitation  was  carefully  considered 
”To  the  Senate: 

The  Special  Comraittee  on  Rehabilitation  met  on 
November  29th,  1944,  11  persons  being  present. 

The  Chairman  (Principal  Smith)  stated  that  he 
had  attended  meetings  of  the  University  Advisory  Board,  and  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Conference  of  Canadian 
Universities,  held  in  Ottawa  on  November  27th,  at  v/hich  was 
discussed  at  length  the  problem  of  serving  adequately  the  men 
and  women  to  be  discharged  from  the  Armed  Forces  who  v/ill  seek 
to  enter  Canadian  universities  under  the  Post-Discharge  Re- 
establishment Order. 

Enquiries  were  made  with  respect  to  the  rate  of 
demobilization,  but  none  of  the  replies  received  suggested  that 
there  would  be  a large  number  of  ex-service  men  anplj/'ing  for 
admission  during  the  present  session.  Group  Captain  Chant, 
now  Director-General  of  Demobilization  in  the  Department  of 
Veterans’  Affairs,  stated,  however,  that  from  information  re- 
cently obtained  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  number  of  ex- 
service  men  and  women  for  whom  the  universities  would  ultim- 
ately be  asked  to  provide  training  v/ould  be  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  30,000,  and  that  al^.  veterans  who  do  not  volunteer 
for  service  in  the  East,  or  for  Garrison  Duty  in  Europe,  would 
be  returned  to  Canada  within  twelve  months  after  the  cessation 
of  hostilities,  (Note:  During  the  present  session  the  number 
of  ex-service  students  enrolled  in  the  various  faculties  of 
the  University  nurabers  under  200.)

The  Chairman  reported  that  the  University  Advisory 
Board  had  discussed  the  unsatisfactory  advice  given  in  some  cases 
to  ex-service  men  by  Rehabilitation  Officers,  and  that  the  Board 
had  agreed  to  recomraend  that  the  local  officers  of  the  Department 
of  Veterans’  Affairs  would  consider  each  application  for  assist- 
ance under  the  Order-in-Council  and  would  determine  only  whether 
entitlement  could  be  granted  and  for  how  long;  that  the  applic- 
ant,^ if  granted  entitlement,  v/ould  then  be  sent  to  the  University 
of  his  choice  and  there  be  advised  regarding  courses.  If  this 
recommendation  is  adopted  bj^’  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Affairs, 
each  university  must  have  an  Advisory  Bureau  with  a full-time 
Chairman  or  Secretarj^  who  will  be  provided  with  the  necessary 
staff  to  enable  him  to  give  full  and  prompt  consideration  to  all 
applicants. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  to  the  Senate 
that  an  Advisory  Bureau  be  established  for  the  advice  and  direc- 
tion^ of  ex-service  men  and  women  who  desire  to  enrol  in  this  Uni- 
versity, and  that  if  the  Senate  concurs  in  this  recommendation  a 
request  should  be  forv/arded  to  the  Covernors  asking  that  finan- 
cial provision  be  made  for  the  establishment  of  this  Advisory 
Bureau,  the  personnel  of  which  would  later  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  on  the  recommendation  of  the  President. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  an  interpretative  ruling 
had  been  made  by  the  Rehabilitation  officials  to  the  effect  that 
an  ex-service  man  enjoying  a scholarship  or  other  award  amounting 
to  more  than  $40  a month  would  have  his  monthly  rehabilitation 
grant  reduced  by  the  amount  of  this  scholarship  or  other  award, 
and  that,  apparent Ij?-,  the  officials  had  in  mind  the  imposition  of 
some  kind  of  Means  Test  in  making  their  final  recommendations 
regarding  grants. 

Croup  Captain  Chant  had  stated  at  the  meeting  of 
the  University  Advisory  Board  that  nothing  less  than  three  start- 
ing points  in  the  session  would  ser’t/'e  for  the  accommodation  of 
ex-service  students  after  the  full  tide  of  demobilization  had 
coromenced  to  flow.  This  matter  v\ras  under  discussion  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Conference  of 
Canadian  Universities,  and  it  was  agreed  that  a letter  be  sent 
to  the  member  institutions  urging  the  necessity  of  providing  for 
the  admission  of  ex-service  men  and  women  at  least  three  times 
during  the  session.  It  was  reported  to  the  Committee  that  the 
Facultjr  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  of  this  University 
proposed  to  begin  classes  for  ex-service  men  in  all  four  years 
commencing  on  April  1st,  1945,  and  continuing  until  the  end  of 
September,  provided  sufficient  applications  for  each  course 
are  received.  It  was  reported  that  McCill  University  \vi  11  have 
three  entering  dates  during  the  session,  the  University  of 
Saskatchewan  three,  and  the  University  of  British  Columbia  four. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  Colonel  Kilpatrick 
had  stated  that  a Khaki  College  would  be  set  up  in  Ureat  Britain 
to  do  university  work  in  Arts  and  Science  of  the  First  and  Second 
Years,  but  that  there  was  no  intention  of  setting  up  a lOiaki 
College  in  France,  the  Low  Countries,  or  Occupied  Germany,  and 
that  the  University  Advisory  Board  had  recommended  that  the 
return  of  members  of  university  staffs  on  leave  of  absence, 
either  on  active  service  or  in  Governraent  employ,  be  expedited 
by  the  Wartime  Bureau  of  Technical  Personnel,  v/hich  had  b'een 
appointed  as  a Board  of  Arbitration  to ^decide  upon  the  relative 
claims  of  the  services  and  the  universities,

The  President  reported  that  as  suggested  b^r  the  Board  Dr. 
Smith  and  he  had  interviewed  Prime  Minister  Drew  before  going  to 
Ottawa,  and  had  received  from  him  an  assurance  of  co-operation  in 
their  approach  to  the  Dominion  Oovernment  for  Rehabilitation  assist- 
ance, on  the  understanding  that  there  would  be  no  encroachment  on 
Provincial  rights.  An  interview  was  then  held  with  the  Hon.  Ian  A. 
MacKenzie,  Minister  of  Veterans’  Affairs,  Ottawa,  together  with  re- 
presentatives of  other  Canadian  universities.  'Mr,  MacKenzie  stated 
that  he  was  S3''mpathetic  to  the  proposals  outlined,  including  a grant 
of  $150  per  student  to  each  university,  but  that  the  Covernment  would 
of  course,  have  to  give  formal  approval  to  the  same;  no  buildings 
or  equipment  to  be  included  in  this  amount  as  these  were  outside  his 
department.  In  connection  with  the  above  amount  of  $150  per  student 
Dr.  Smith  stated  that  after  a review  of  the  Cost-per-Student  Report 
prepared  by  the  Bursar  he  suggested  that  the  amount  should  be  $100., 
but  that  at  a subsequent  meeting  of  representatives  of  Canadian  uni- 
versities prior  to  the  meeting  with  the  Hon.  hir.  MacKenzie  at  Ottawa 
it  was  agreed  that  the  amount  be  $150  in  view  of  the  small  attendance 
at  some  of  the  universities.  After  confirmation  of  the  figures  by 
IjIt.  Ross,  the  Board  approved  of  the  arrangements  outlined  and  agreed 
that  the  report  was  very  satisfactory. 

Colonel  Phillips  stated  that  he  was  endeavouring  to  see  the 
Hon.  I'ir.  Hov/e  in  connection  with  the  Eglinton  Hunt  property,  and 
also  regarding  the  possible  necessity  of  erecting  temporary  huts  for 
additional  accommodation  required.

From  the  Registrar  stating  that  the  Senate  had  conferred  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  posthumously  upon  Pilot  Officer  George 
Henry  Warren-Darley , who  was  killed  on  active  service  overseas  on 
November  24,  1944,  The  Governors  v/ere  extremely  sorry  to  learn  of 
the  death  of  Pilot  Officer  Warren-Darley  and  adopted  the  Senate’s 
recommendation  that  the  degree  fee  of  ^10  be  remitted  in  this  case.

Men’s  Residences  in  the  neighbouring  universities  in  the  United 
States.  The  matter  was  discussed  at  length,  and  as  Dr,  Smith 
favoured  the  proposed  St.  George  Street  site,  with  an  assurance 
of  a plaj/^ing  field,  the  Secretary  was  requested  to  obtain  from 
the  Superintendent  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  blue-prints 
of  ground  area  of  this  property. 

In  connection  with  the  Board’s  previous  decision  to  use 
Ho,  78  Queen’ s.  Park  (’’Holwood”)  for  the  new  Universit3r  College 
Men’s  Residence,  the  Board  discussed  the  use  of  this  site  for  a 
V/onen’s  Union.  In  view  of  the  possibilitjr,  as  explained  by  Idr. 
Morrow,  of  a donation  of  $600,000  for  this  purpose,  Mr.  Itorrov/ 
was  given  a ten-day  option  on  this  property  in  which  to  carry  on 
negotiations;  the  Town  Planning  programme  also  to  be  taken  into 
consideration  at  a later  date. 

The  Hon.  Dr.  Bruce  turned  over  to  the  Board  a cheque  from 
the  Dominion  Bank  for  $5,000  as  their  donation  towards  the  Univer- 
sitTr  Expansion  Fund,  which  was  gratefully  accepted. 

From  Air  Vice-Marshall  A.  T.  M.  Cowley  advising  that  No.l 
Training  Command  at  Toronto,  of  which  he  is  Officer  Commanding, 
and  also  No.  3 Training  Command  at  Montreal,  were  being  disbanded, 
and  a new  Comraand,  No.  1 Air  Command,  being  formed  at  Trenton.  He 
expressed  the  most  sincere  appreciation  for  the  many  personal 
courtesies  extended  hy  the  President  to  the  personnel  of  his  Com- 
mand since  its  inception,  and  conveyed  thanks  to  the  Governors 
and  staff  of  the  University  for  their  splendid  co-operation..

Coramittee  of  the  Town  Planning  Board  would  be  pleased  to  meet 
with  a Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors  at  a time  to  be  ar- 
ranged, and  that  Mr.  Bunnell  suggested  that  it  would  be  better 
to  meet  in  their  office  in  the  Art  Gallery,  where  the  plans  are 
available.  Upon  motion  of  Dr.  Neilly  the  President  v;as  request- 
ed to  arrange  for  the  time  and  date  of  the  meeting. 


The  Vice-Chairman,  Dr.  Gibson,  re- 
ported that  he  had  interviewed  Prime  Minister  Drew  regarding 
assistance  in  connection  with  the  University  of  Toronto  Expan- 
sion programme,  including  provision  for  a new  Power  Plant,  etc., 
and  also  the  revision  of  arrangements  between  the  University 
and  the  Federated  Colleges.  Mr.  Drew  stated  that  he  would  look 
into  these  matters.

Enclosed  also  is  a Condensed  Comparative  Summary  of 
Operations  of  Hart  House  from  July  1st  to  November  30th,  indicat- 
ing a loss  of  approximate  13?-  ^12,000.00.  With  the  present  number 
of  students  using  Hart  House,  together  with  the  scarcity  and  in- 
efficiency of  labor  and  the  higher  cost  of  food  supplies,  we  can- 
not expect  to  reduce  this  loss  very  much  before  the  end  of  June, 
1945. 

Your  Committee  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Governors 
that  Mr.  J.  B.  Bickersteth* s salary  as,  Warden  be  increased  from 
$4,500.00  per  annum  to  $5,000.00,  plus  ’living  in'  expenses,  to 
be  effective  as  of  September  1st,  1944, 

With  the  return  of  the  Warden  and  no  further  work 
on  behalf  of  the  Armed  Services,  this  Committee  suggest  to  the 
Hart  House  Finance  Committee  that  lUr,  Gille3’-’s  salary  as  Comp- 
troller be  reduced  from  $6,000,00  to  $5,000,00,  and  lir,  W.  R. 
Cowan’s  salary  from  $5,000.00  to  $4,500,00.  Both  these  salaries 
are  higher  than  they  received  the  year  before  last. 

Is  it  possible  that  with  reduced  outside  services 
and  the  shortage  of  students  the  present  services  and  secretarial 
staff  might  not  be  reduced  somewhat?

AND  \VHEREAS.  this  surplus  requires  to  be  dealt  with 
pursuant  to  agreements  between  the  CovernorS  and  James  Ber-

Your  Insulin  Committee  has  now  to  request  that  the

3.  That  the  sum  of  #17,306.88  be  held  by  the 
Bursar  subject  to  withdrawal  upon  requisitions  from  time  to 
time  by  Dr.  C.  H.  Best  for  the  purposes  of  medical  research 
being  carried  out  in  the  University  of  Toronto  by  him  per- 
sonally or  under  his  direction. 

4.  That  the  sum  of  #17,306.88  be  paid,  for  the 
purposes  of  medical  research,  to  McGill  University,  to  which 
Dr.  J.  B.  Collip  was  attached,  and  in  which  he  was  actively 
employed  in  research  work,  for  the  duration  of  the  twelve 
months  between  1st  August,  1943,  and  31st  July,  1944. 

5.  That  if  for  any  reason  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  sums  set  aside  for  the  Director  of  the  Banting  and 
Best  Department  of  Medical  Research  and  for  Dr.  Best  be  not 
called  upon  as  provided  hereinabove,  the  disposal  of  the 
balance  or  balances  be  dealt  with  by  the  Board  of  Governors.

^It  would  be  appropriate  at  this  time  to  make  a brief 
appraisal  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  University  since 
his  graduation,  even  though  it  must  necessarily  be  of  the 
sketchiest  kind.  After  a post-graduate  coui'se  at  New  Col- 
lege, Edinburgh,  Dr.  Macdonald  founded  St.  Andrew’s  College, 
of  which  he  was  Headmaster  for  many  years  and  is  now  Chair- 
man of  the  Board.  As  one  of  the  founders  of  the  University 
Athletic  Association,  he  has  taken  a leading  part  in  its 
activities  ever  since  and  in  this  way  has  promoted  clean 
healthy  sport  amongst  our  students.  He  was  President  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  of  Canada  from  1919-21.  Recognized 
as  one  of  Canada’s  leading  educationalists,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  University?'  Royal  Commission  which  sat  in  1905-6  and 
drew  up  the  provisions  of  the  Act  under  which  this  Univer- 
sity has  functioned  since.  With  this  knowledge  and  back- 
ground, it  was  peculiarly  fitting  that  he  should  have  been 
appointed  to  the  Board  constituted  under  this  Act  in  1906, 
since  which  date  he  has  continued  up  to  the  present,  to  jnake 
invaluable  contributions.

’’The  Property  Comiaittee  begs  to  report  to  the  Board 
of  Governors:-  ■ 

1.  Your  Committee  has  considered ^a  report  from  the  Super- 
intendent regarding  Ivlrs.  Mar3'’  Byrne,  who. was  employed  at  the 
University  as  a cleaner  almost  continuously  from  February  25, 
1924, , to  October  25,  1944,  On  the  latter  date  Mrs.  Byrne  took 
ill  and. in  December,  1944,  had  her  right  leg  amputated.  She 

is  also  suffering  from  diabetes.  As  she  has  no  resources  other  | 
than  an  interest  of  approximately  $1,300  in  a propertj^  in  East  * 
York,  and  as  she  is  alraost  66  years  of  age,  your  Coraraittee  re- 
commends for  approval  the  Superintendent ’ s suggestion  that  lirs.  , 
Byrne  be  paid  an  allov/anoe  of  $300  per  j^’ear  until  she  is  eli- 
gible for  the  old  age  pension. 

2.  The  Superintendent  has  informed  your  Committee  that 
the  plans  as  developed  for  the  buildings  for  Chemical  Engineer- 
ing  and  Chemistry  indicate  the  necessity  of  an  encroachment  on 
a small  area  of  property  owned  hy  the  Citj'-  on  the  north  side 

of  College  Street  east  of  St.  George  Street,  Your  Committee 
. recommends  that  the  Superintendent  be  authorized  to  approach 
the  City  to  request  that  this  area,  or  apportion  of  it  neces- 
sary for  this  building,  be  transferred  to  the  University;  or 
failing  this,  that  the  Citj/-  permit  the  encroachment  on  City 
property.  , ‘ 

3.  Your  Coromittee  has  considered  preliminary  sketch  plans  | 
prepared  by  the  Superintendent’s  Office  for  an  addition  to 

the  Banting  Institute  to  house  the  Institute  of  Physiology, 
and  recommends  the  same  for  the’  approval  of  the  Board,  the 
outline  of  the  building  being  entirely  satisfactory  to  Dr,  C. 

H,  Best  and  his  staff.  Your  Committee  further  recoramends  that 
a deputation  from  the  Board  of  Governors  approach  the  Ontario 
Government,  vihich  owns  the  land  required,  and  request  that 
this  land  be  made  available  and  that  approval  be  given  for 
the  erection  of  the  building  on  this  area. 

4.  In  connection  v/ith  a questionnaire  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  City  Planning  and  Surve\ring,  City  Hall,  Toronto, 

' covering  approval  or  otherwise  of  the  removal  and  regula- 
tion of  signs  overhanging  the  streets  in  the  Yonge-Bloor- 
Bay  district,  your  Committee  recommends  that  no  action  be 
taken  in  this  matter.

5.  In  accordance  with  a previous  ruling  of  the  Board,  A.  D. 
Eisken  k Company,  No.  23  Scott  Street,  were  allowed  to  pay  a re- 
duced rental  of  ^500  a 3rear  until  the  arrears  were  paid,  which 
would  have  been  in  1940-41.  Your  Goraiaittee  recoiniaends  that  the 
arrangement  as  outlined  above  be  continued  till  further  order  of 
the  Board. 

6.  In  February,  1944,  a letter  was  received  from  Professor 
y.  E,  Henderson,  stating  that  the  Department  of  Pharmacy  and 
Pharmacology  was  cramped  for  space,  and  requesting  an  extension 
of  the  present  quarters.  Your  Comraittee  realizes  that  the  de- 
partment is  operating  under  difficulties  and  recommends  that  Dr. 
Henderson  be  advised  that  if  and  when  the  proposed  Institute  of 
Physiolog3?’  is  erected  it  is  possible  provision  will  be  made  for 
additional  aocomrfl.odation  for  his  requirements. 

7.  Your  Committee  has  considered  the  Memorandum  referred  to 
it,  signed  by  Professor  H.  A.  Innis,  regarding  the  subject  of 
buildings  and  accommodation  for  the  Universit3?’  Arts  departments. 
In  discussing  this  matter  the  question  of  the  order  of  the  erec- 
tion of  new  buildings  was  raised,  and  your  Committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  would  be  extremel3r  difficult  to  decide  on  the 
order  at  the  present  time.  In  the  event  that  certain  University 
departments  would  be  forced  to  vacate  their  present  quarters  if 
new  buildings  were  erected  on  the  sites  now  occupied  b3’-  them, 
provision  would  have  to  be  made  for  their  accommodation,  possibl3/ 
in  a proposed  Central  Arts  Building.  Your  Comraittee  recommends 
that  consideration  be  given  to  the  erection  of  such  a building. 

In  this  connection  the  Bursar  informed  your  Committee 
of  the  urgent  need  for  additional  accommodation  in  his  office. 

The  Superintendent  stated  that  an  additional  storey  could  be 
built  on  Simcoe  Hall.  Your  Coraiaittee  was  S3rmpathetic  and  is 
conscious  of  the  needs  of  the  Bursar’s  Office,  and  will  attend 
to  the  matter  in  due  course.

In  connection  with  the  decision  of  the  Board  to  retain  $4,000 
as  a contribution  from  Hart  House  towards  the  maintenance  of  the 
building  for  1944-45,  a further  letter  was  presented  from  the  Vlar- 
den  asking  if  this  amount  should  be  included  in  their  Estimates  for 
1945„46.  It  was  decided  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  Hart  House 
to  make  provision  for  this  amount  in  1945-46. 


The  establishment  of  the  Jay  J,  Allen  Award  was  approved 
on  the  following  terras  suggested  by  the  President  after  a confer- 
ence with  the  Bursar  and  Raymond  Allen,  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
Estate  of  the  late  Jay  J.  Allen,  the  donors :- 

1.  The  Jay  J.  Allen  Award,  to  be  of  the  value  of  $75  a 
year  for  3 years  (a  total  of  $ES5  to  each  student) , in  the 
Faculties  of  Arts  or  Medicine,  the  award  to  be  determined  by 
the  President  and  the  Deans  of  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and 
Medicine, 

2.  The  procedure  to  be  followed  to  be  similar  to  that 
of  the  Robert  Bruce  Scholarship. 

3.  If  the  student  should  not  maintain  standards,  or 
should  he  withdraw,  the  award  would  be  re-awarded  for  the 
subsequent  years. 

4.  Financial  need  and  scholastic  attainment  to  be 
taken  into  account  in  making  the  award. 

It  was  understood  that  the  third  year  following  the  establishment  of 

this  award,  and  thereafter,  the  payment  to  the  University  would  be 

$225,00  per  annum.  The  above  terms  and  conditions  were  referred 

to  the  Senate  for  settlement  of  the  academic  details. 


Further  consideration  of  the  Louis  Rosenfeld  Award  was 
deferred  pending  suggestions  from  the  President. 


In  connection  with  the  requests  received  from  two  students 
on  Active  Service  for  a refund  of  the  tuition  fees  paid  upon  being 
granted  degrees  in  absentia,  the  Board  considered  its  previous  rul- 
ing made  in  September,  1943,  to  the  effect  that  - 

’’commencing  with  the  Session  1943-44,  a student  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  who  may  be  given  credit  for  one  academic 
year,  upon  submitting  evidence  that  he  has  been  on  ac- 
tive service  for  at  least  eight  months,  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  pay  the  tuition  fee  for  that  year  unless  he 
has  been  in  attendance  for  a part  of  the  year,  when  he 
will  be  required  to  pay  the  corresponding  part  of  the 
tuition  and  incidental  fees.  All  students  admitted  to 
the  degree  must,  of  course,  pay  the  degree  fee.”

"Although  the  lease  of  July  1,  1941,  provides  that  the  lessee  shall 
paj'-  all  taxes,  rates,  dues  and  assessments,  it  is  quite  clear  that 
hy  virtue  of  subsection  1 of  section  15  (University  Act)  the  inter- 
est of  the  University  is  not  taxable,  and  I would  allow -the  appeal. 

The  Eaton  Girls’  Club  is  not  assessed  as  occupant,  and  pursuant  to 
the  power  conferred  on  me  by  section  86  of  the  Assessment  Act,  I 
direct  the  roll  be  amended  by  assessing  it  as  such.  I find  on  the 
evidence  that  the  Governors  of  the  University  and  the  Eaton  Girls’

University  under  the  Will  of  the  late  George  T,  Goulstone,  New  York 
City,  to-be  set  aside  as  a separate  fund  to  be  kno’.vn  as  "The  Goul- 
stone Foundation";  the  income  from  which  is  to  be  used  as  an  av/ard 
to  graduates  devoting  themselves  in  the  main  to  the  study  of  Geor- 
gian architecture  in  England.  The  Bursar  informed  the  Board  that  in 
conversation  with  Mr.  John  G.  Poore,  Solicitor  for  the  Estate  and 
one  of  the  Executors,  who  prepared  Mr.  Goulstone’s  Will,  he  had  ad- 
vised him  that  it  was  the  desire  of  the  deceased  that  this  av/ard  be 
made  only  every  three  or  four  years  when  sufficient  income  would  be 
available  from  the  fund.  The  gift  was  gratefully  accepted  by  the 
Board,  and  settlement  of  the  academic  details  referred  to  the  Senate

In  order  to  obtain  the  Board’s  views 
as  to  what  policy  should  be  follov/ed  regarding  Salaries  in  the  pre- 
paration of  the  Estimates  for  1945-46,  the  President  requested  con- 
sideration of  this  matter.  In  the  discussion  which  followed  em- 
phasis was  placed  upon  the  inadequate  salaries  paid  at  the  Univer- 
sity, and  on  the  fact  that  the  system  of  automatic  increments  had 

t 

not  been  adhered  to  for  some  time.  It  was  suggested  that  a basic 
minimum  scale  of  salaries  might  be  considered,  and, in  order  to  se- 
cure definite  information,  to  have  a reviev;  made  of  the  salaries 
in  seven  or  eight  departments.  The  suggestion  was  also  made  that 
from  §40,000  to  §50,000  might  be  added  for  Salaries  in  the  Estim- 
ates, and  it  was  left  with  the  President,  Dr.  Smith  and  the  Fin- 
ance Committee  to  take  these  matters  into  consideration  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Board  on  the  above  basis. 


The  President  presented  the  follow- 
ing letter  from  the  Hon.  R.  P.  Vivian,  Minister  of  Health,  regard- 
ing provision  by  the  Ontario  Covernment  of  a grant  tov/ards  a new 
building  for  the  School  of  Nursing,  and  informed  the  Board  that 
Miss  Russell,  Director  of  the  School,  had  been  advised  by  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  that  they  Vs'ould  provide  the  sum  of  $250,000 
on  condition  that  the  University  could  obtain  a similar  amount,

, I am  writing  pursuant  to  the  conference  v/hich 
was  held  in  my  office  yesterday  with  reference  to  a proposed 
grant  from  the  Province  to  the  University  of  Toronto,  School  of 
Nursing. 

Before  recomraending  to  the  administration  that 
a grant  be  paid,  I would  like  to  have  a letter  from  the  Univer- 
sity setting  out  the  particulars  of  the  request. 

In  setting  out  these  particulars  it  is  my  un- 
derstanding that  the  University  contemplates  the  erection  of  a 
new  building  to  house  the  School  of  Nursing,  and  that  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  cost  will  be  between  ^600,000  and  ^700,000.  The 
Universitjr  requests  that  the  Government  grant  the  sum  of  .^250,000 
with  the  understanding  that  the  University  will  provide  all  of 
the  remaining  cost  through  donations  which  it  will  secure  from 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  other  donors  and  from  its  own  resour- 
ces. It  is  also  understood  that  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of 
the  School  of  Nursing  will  be  undertaken  b^r  the  University  with- 
out assistance  from  the  Government. 

You  will  also  recall  that  lir.  Frost,  the  Treas- 
urer of  Ontario  who  v/as  present  at  the  meeting,  stated  that  in 
view  of  the  financial  assistance  given  by  the  Government  to  the 
University,  particularly  in  the  last  year,  any  additional  grants 
must  be  considered  in  the  light  of  the  overall  picture  of  Univer- 
sity expansion,  and  that  we  should  have  a statement  that  the 
University  considers  the  construction  of  this  School  of  Nursing 
of  high  priority  in  the  University  programrfie. 

If  you  could  send  me  a letter  including  the 
foregoing  points  and  any  other  matters  which  you  feel  should  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Government,  I v/ill  recommend 
payment  of  a grant  of  $250,000  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $10,000 
per  year  for  five  years  and  then  $20,000  per  year  for  ten  years, 
without  interest.

Your  Committee  discussed  at  length  with  the  Facul- 
ty of  Medicine  representatives  various  raatteps  pertaining  to  a 
proposal  to  have  the  first  tv;o  years  of  what  is  now  the  six- 
year  course  in  Medicine  considered  as  a two-year  special  course 
covering  subjects  in  Arts,  these  Arts  subjects  to  be  given  in 
University  College,  and  the  Medical  course  extended  from  30  to 
36  weeks  in  each  Session.  Students  taking  these  subjects  in 
Arts  who  are  not  permitted  to  continue  in  the  Faculty  of  Medi- 
cine at  the  end  of  this  two-year  course  would  be  allowed  to 
proceed  to  a degree  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 

In  view  of  the  possible  decrease  in  revenue  from 
fees  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  if  the  first  two  years  v/ere 
transferred  to  the  regular  Arts  course,  the  following  sugges-

It  was  pointed  out  that  although  the  reference  in 
this  matter  to  the  Board  of  Governors  is  on  the  rather  narrow 
question  of  approval  of  a change  of  fees,  in  reality  broad  im- 
plications of  a change  of  policy  are  involved. 

Your  Committee  pointed  out  that  on  ever\^  ground  it 
was  sympathetic  to  the  problem  raised  by  the  deputation,  and 
that  there  need  be  no  doubt  upon  that  score.  Hov/ever,  when  it 
came  to  the  practical  aspects  of  the  case  there  were  certain 
difficulties  which  the  Board  would  not  be  able  to  ignore.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  the  practical  problems  arising  would  prob- 
ably fall  into  tV’io.  categories  - those  in  relation  to  fees  and 
those  which  involved  principle. 

In  respect  to  fees  there  was  no  doubt  whatever 
that  a satisfactory  solution  along  the  lines  indicated  could  be 
reached . 

The  principle  involved  would,  however,  be  consid- 
ered by  the  Board  as  of  great  importance.  It  related  to  the 
problems  which  would  inevitably  arise  if  the  students  rejected 
at  the  end  of  their  Second  Year  were  thrown  upon  the  University 
at  large  and  compelled  to  themselves  find  an  answer  to  the  com- 
pletion of  their  Universitj'-  career.  The  Comraittee  pointed  out 
that  .the  Board  would  be  unlikelj/-  to  approve  any  measures  or 
changes  which  dissociated  the  Medical  Faculty  from  a continuing 
responsibility  for  those  students  who  might  be  rejected.  Your 
Coraiaittee  suggested  to  the  deputation  that  if  they  v^rere  willing 
to  accept  the  continuing  responsibility  during  the  whole  six 
years,  including  the  first  two  so-called  premedical  years,  and 
were  able  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  regarding  the  con- 
tent of  the  desired  course  with  University  College  and  the  Fac- 
ulty of  iirts,  and  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Senate  in  the  usual 
way,  there  was  every  reason  to  believe  that  it  would  obtain  the 
prompt  and  sympathetic  support  of  the  Board  as  a whole. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  the  President  that  there  v/ould 
almost  certainly  arise  the  question  of  extra  remuneration  for  the 
staff  of  the  Medical  Facultjr  who  would  under  the  new  scheme  be 
called  upon  to  teach  for  36  weeks  instead  of  30  weeks.  Your  Com- 
mittee reminded  the  deputation  that  this  was  another  matter  and 
that  consideration  of  it  should  be  included  in  their  final  ap- 
proach to  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  ventured  to  point  out  that  while  it 
was  possible  to  guarantee  prompt  consideration  of  this  matter  by 
the  Board,  it  v/as  necessary  to  insist  upon  the  whole  matter  being 
explicitly  set  forth  in  a brief.  The  members  of  the  deputation 
had  emphasized  the  urgency  of  a decision,  but  your  Coramittee 
pointed  out  that  so  far  as  the  Board  was  concerned  the  time  of 
this  decision  depended  upon  the  presentation  of  the  matter  in 
'vtfrit  ing. 

This  report  is  submitted  to  indicate  progress  in  this 
important  matter  and  it  will,  we  hope,  be  brought  to  the  formal 
attention  of  the  Board  at  its  next  meeting.

In  accordance  with  notice  of  motion  given  at  the  last  meet- 
ing for  an  amendment  to  B3'--Law  No.  40  in  connection  with  the  Exec-  | 
utive  Committee j the  Chairman  read  the  following  explanation  which 
he  had  prepared :- 

Notes  in  connection  with  nev?  By-Laws  Numbers  42  and  43 

’’The  task  of  the  Board  of  Covernors  is  clearly  laid 
down  in  the  Universit^r  Act,  Section  29: 

’The  government,  conduct,  management  and  control  of  the 
University  and  of  University  College,  and  of  the  pro- 
perty, revenues,  business  and  affairs  thereof,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  Board. ’ | 

IVithout  attempting  to  establish  a practical  inter- 
pretation  of  the  words  in  this  Section,  the  responsibility  of 
the  Board  may  be  divided  into  two  broad  fields: 

1.  That  relating  to  the  day  to  day  administration  and 
financial  control  of  the  University; 

2.  That  relating  to  the  study,  development  and  applica- 
tion of  policy,  both  short  and  long  term,  for  the  Uni- 
versity. 

I am  convinced  that  we  are  slowly  but  surely  fall- 
ing behind  in  dealing  with  many  matters  connected  with  admin- 
istration. As  long  as  the  present  procedures  prevail  I put 
it  to  you  frankly  that  the  Board  itself  has  just  no  time 
whatever  to  even  approach  the  questions  of  policy.  I feel 
that  the  development  of  policy/  in  the  many  fields  of  our 
activities  is  an  essential  reouirement  and  must  take  first 
place  in  our  consideration  if  we  are  to  develop  the  full 
resources  of  the  University. 

Section  31,  sub-section  (2)  of  the  Act  suggests 
that  the  Board  itself  is  responsible  for  the  nature  and 
quality  of  its  own  Internal  organization. 

I suggest  that  the  present  plan  of  organization 
within  the  Board  is  not  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
increasing  responsibilities,  and  that  so  long  as  it  contin- 
ues we  will  obtain  mediocre  results. 

So  far  as  the  present  internal  organization  of  the 
Board  is  concerned,  it  seems  to  me  that  v/e  are  relying  almost 
altogether  upon  a committee  plan  of  organization,  and  in 
many  cases  I feel  that  we  are  ignoring  to  a great  extent 
the  fundamental  limitations  inherent  in  this  forra  of  manage- 
ment . 

The  proper  function  of  a committee  is  to  deliber- 
ate upon  previously  developed  facts,  to  exchange  viewpoints, 
and  through  collective  judgment  to  recommend  action  or  to 
approve  conclusions.  If  they  be  part  of  a sound  plan  of 
management,  coiamittees  can  undoubtedly  contribute  much,  but 
thejj”  must  be  served  bjr  an  organization  which  can  develop 
facts  and  information  for  them. 

I suggest  that  the  Board  at  its  meetings  is  almost 
invariablj'-  placed  in  a position  where  it  is  asked  to  deliver 
its  judgment,  frequently  with  little  time  for  study,  on  mat- 
ters and  facts,  often  ill  prepared,  and  too  often  is  asked 
to  deliberate  on  matters  which  might  well  be  settled  by 
delegated  authority. 

An  attempt  has  already  been  made  to  circulate  the 
agenda  and  relevant  reports  prior  to  Board  meetings,  but  I 
feel  it  is  all  important  that  we  put  ourselves  in  a position 
to  properly  digest  and  prepare  the  many  matters  that  concern 

and  not  after  they  reach  the  full  Board  meetings.

To  make  this  possible,  it  is  proposed  to  set  up  an  Exec- 
(#)  utive  Committee  of  nine  members  of  the  Board  and  the  B^r-Laws  which 
are  now  submitted  are  directed  to  this  end. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  authority  which  it  is 
now  proposed  to  delegate  to  this  Executive  Committee  on  behalf  of 
the  Board  is  identical  with  that  delegated  under  the  old  By-Law 
Number  40,  dated  June  24,  1943.  This,  I think,  is  the  minimum 
authority  necessary  to  guarantee  effective  disposal  of  many  rou- 
tine matters. 

If  this  committee  fulfils  our  hopes,  it  will  be  in  the 
examination  and  preparation  of  matters  so  that  they  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  full  Board  in  an  orderly  fashion  with  all  relevant 
background,  and  thus  permit  the  Board  to  bring  its  best  collec- 
tive judgment  to  bear  before  reaching  a conclusion. 

If  the  Executive  Committee  meets  three  or  four  times 
monthly,  it  should  permit  us  at  an  early  date  to  discharge  our 
responsibilities  more  effectively  with  one  full  Board  meeting  a 
month,  instead  of  two.  It  will  also,  in  my  jtidgment,  make 
possible  the  elimination  of  many  of  the  special,  ineffective 
committees  hitherto  established  to  deal  with  special  problems. 

I am  satisfied  that  many  of  these  problems  can  satisfactorily  and 
promptly  be  dealt  with  by  the  Executive  Committee  which  will  it- 
self have  the  great  advantage  of  a more  complete  knowledge  of 
current  policjr  and  current  problems. 

After  a few  months*  experience  with  this  Committee,  I 
would  hope  that  we  would  have  a better  idea  of  the  practical  re- 
quirements from  a management  point  of  view,  and  would  be  able  to 
recommend  to  the  Board  a considerable  s5.mplif ication  of  the  pre- 
sent By-Lav,rs,  which  I suggest  might  v/ell  be  reprinted  once  they 
are  approved  for  the  beginning  of  the  next  term.”

A letter  vras  presented  from  Prime  Minister

ferred to  the  Finance  Committee. 

In  submitting  a request  to  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation  for  a grant  of  #300,000.00  towards  the  new  School  of  Nurs- 
ing, Miss  Russell,  Director  of  the  School,  had  to  assure  the  Founda- 
tion that  the  sum  of  |850,000.00  v^ould  be  provided  here  for  the  same 
purpose,  and  the  Board  approved  of  the  Chairman’s  letter  to  Miss 
Russell  confirming  the  acceptance  of  the  Board  of  the  responsibility 
for  providing  the  #850,000.00  referred  to.  Detailed  estimates  regard- 
ing the  new  School  were  tabled. 

In  this  same  connection  it  was  decided,  upon 
motion  of  itP.

1.  Your  Committee  has  considered  the  Third  Quin- 
quennial Report  on  the  Employees*  Pension  Fund  which  had 
been  prepared  b^''  the  Actuaries  for  this  fund.  Professors 
M.  A.  Mackenzie  and  N.  E.  Sheppard.  The  report  states  that 
the  records  have  been  properly  kept  so  that  all  the  detailed 
information  for  which  the  Actuaries  asked  was  readily  avail- 
able on  the  record  cards  of, employees  having  at  least  two 
years  to  count  for  pension  in  the  service  of  the  University, 
or  the  Connaught  Laboratories,  or  the  Ro3ral  Ontario  Museum, 
or  Hart  House,  or  the  Insulin  Committee,  or  the  Athletic 
Association;  that  at  30  June,  1944,  there  were  E71  male 
contributors  and  214  female;  that  the  pensioners  numbered 
12  male  and  30  female  (including  22  widows);  and  that  the 
fund  was  in  sound  condition.  The  balance  at  the  credit  of 
the  fund  totals  $1,086,800.00.  Your  Committee  recommends 
the  report  for  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

2.  Your  Committee  has  also  considered  the  report 
of  Professors  Mackenzie  and  Sheppard,  dated  28  I'iarch,  1944, 
which  was  prepared  at  the  President *s  request  following  re- 
presentations made  by  a Coraiaittee  of  the  Teaching  Staff  for 
a reviev/  of  the  Academic  Pension  Fund,  in  the  hope  of  re- 
ceiving more  adequate  pensions  in  view  of  the  decreasing 
benefits  to  be  provided  under  contracts  v/ith  the  Teachers* 
Insurance  and  Annuit^r  Association  for  those  more  recently 
appointed  to  the  staff. 

Two  of  the  most  important  suggestions  con- 
tained in  the  report  are  as  follows ;-

tributions of  the  contributor  be  placed  with  his 
T.I.  & A. A. . contract . 

That  the  University  contribute  dollar  for  dollar 
with  each  contributor  \ip  to  a maximum  of  7^  of  his 
annual  salary  but  not  in  excess  of  $500  per  annum  . 

in  respect  of  an2^  one  contributor.  The  Univer-  il: 

sity*s  contribution  should  be  used  in  the  purchase 
of  an  annuity  contract  on  the  life  of  the  contri- 
butor through  the  T.I.  & A. A.* 

As  taxation  has  a bearing  on  this  plan  your 
Committee  requested  Dr,  Sidney  Smith  to  obtain  information 
as  to  whether  the  Dominion  Government  portion  would  be  sub- 
ject to  Income  Tax. 

After  discussing  various  phases  of  a possible 
extension  of  the  fund,  such  as  the  cost,  numbers  participat- 
ing, etc.,  it  was  felt  that  consultation  should  be  had  v/ith 
some  of  the  life  insurance  companies  in  order  to  obtain  any 
suggestions  vrhich  they  might  be  prepared  to  make  in  this 
connection.

”At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  the  By-Law  setting 
up  the  Executive  Committee  was  approved.  This  Committee  has 
nov/  had  two  meetings.  It  will  report  that  certain  matters 
which  have  been  referred  to  under  the  delegated  authority  set 
out  in  Clause  1C  have  been  dealt  with.  It  is  not  proposed  in 
future  to  refer  further  to  such  matters,  but  it  is,  of  course, 
well  understood  that  any  one  who  is  interested  in  any  of  such 
detailed  items  may  raise  a question. 

The  Comraittee  will  also  refer  to  the  Board  certain 
other  items  v/hich  appear  specifically  on-  the  agenda  of  this 
current  meeting. 

May  I at  this  juncture  express  my  thanks  to  the  Board 
for  unanimously  approving ihe  By-Law  which  set  up  the  Executive 
Committee?  I am  sure  that  once  it  finds  its  feet  it  v/ill  be 
an  invaluable  aid  in  facilitating  the  work  of  the  Board. 

I must  mention,  however,  that  during  the  last  week 
certain  (Governors  have  been  good  enough  to  speak  frankly  con- 
cerning some  fears  or  apprehensions  in  connection  with  the 
possible  working  of  this  Executive  Committee. 

As  I interpret  these  apprehensions,  the  first  relates 
to  a possible  usurpation  of  power  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
In  my  opinion  such  apprehensions  are  groundless.  The  By-law 
speaks  for  itself,  and  I cannot  imagine  any  one  who  has  read 
it  entertaining  any  illusions  as  to  its  powers.  It  is  a fact 
that  the  present  Executive  Committee  has  identical  powers 
under  Clause  10,  no  more,  no  less  than  that  of  the  Committee 
established  in  lune,  1943.  Indeed,  all  these  delegated  pov/- 
ers  may  be  withdra^vn  or  altered  by  the  Board  at  any  time, 

I gather  that  certain  other  apprehensions  may  be 
based  on  the  size  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Committee 
of  1943  consisted  of  three  members.  I suggest  that  that  is 
one  of  the  reasons  why  it  failed  to  function  satisfactorily. 
From  ray  point  of  view,  the  Executive  Committee  should  provide 
an  adequate  cross-section  of  opinion  on  University  matters  to 
give  it  a better  collective  judgroent  than  that  of  the  indivi- 
duals in  their  own  executive  capacity.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
provide  the  framework  of  a committee  to  obtain  readily  the 
opinion  of  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  University  - 
the  President,  or  the  advice  of  the  Chancellor,  and  this  was 
not  the  purpose  of  the  present  Committee. 

As  I stated  in  the  meeting  of  the  22nd,  our  chief 
hope  is  that  the  Committee  will  provide  aid  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  matters  which  must  be  brought  before  the  Board,  and 
for  this  purpose  it  is  clear  that  there  must  be  a certain 
number  of  the  members  of  the  Board  as  distinguished  from 
those  who  are  officers  of  the  University  or  chairmen  of  Stand- 
ing Committees.  I don’t  know  how  this  can  be  done  with 
fewer  than  the  eight  members.  If  I am  wrong,  I would  like  to 
be  put  right.  It  has  been  suggested  that  there  is  something 
malign  in  the  fact  that  the  number  of  members  provided  for  is 
the  same  as  the  number  which  presently  constitutes  a quorum 
of  the  Board.  In  answer  to  this  suggestion,  it  should  be 
sufficient  to  point  out  that  under  Section  22  of  the  Univer- 
sity Act  it  appears  the  Board  has  the  right  to  alter  the 
number  which  shall  constitute  the  quorum. 

As  I accept  in  entire  good  faith  the  criticisms  of 
those  Governors  who  were  good  enough  to  speak  to  me,  I can 
onljr  conclude  that  there  is  still  an  implication  of  lack  of 
confidence  in  my  selection  of  the  individual  members  who  make 
up  the  first  Comraittee.

Fortunately,  as  a newcomer,  I have  no  knov^rledge  of  any  con- 
flict of  personalities  as  between  the  Grovernors  which  might  suggest 
that  any  consideration  other  than  their  ability  should  arise.  I did 
not  seek  the  appointment  as  Chairman.  It  is  my  intention  to  judge 
matters  related  to  the  Board  as  I see  them,  in  the  full  conviction 
that  harmony  and  tolerance  are  essential  if  we  are  to  do  any  sort  of 
a job  at  all. 

I feel  that  it  was  probably  a mistake  on  my  part  to  mention 
at  the  last  meeting  the  hope  that  we  might  some  time  in  the  future 
be  able  to  get  along  with  only  one  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  in 
each  month.  I realize  now  that  such  a remark  may  have  conveyed  an 
implication,  which  so  far  as  I an  concerned  did  not  exist,  of  inten- 
tion to  limit  the  discussions  at  the  Board  meetings.  It  was  proposed 
that  we  should  alter  By-Law  Number  1 and  place  ourselves  in  a posi- 
tion where  we  should  have  one  regular  meeting  and  as  many  special 
meetings  of  the  Board  as  were  necessary  in  each  month.  I feel  that 
we  should  leave  this  point  in  abeyance  until  v/e  are  satisfied  that 
it  can  be  brought  about  without  any  misunderstanding. 

It  has  also  been  suggested  that  we  proposed  attempting  to 
move  too  quickly.  V/hen  I see  the  number  of  matters  upon  which  de- 
cisions must  be  reached  by  the  Board  before  we  can  properly  approach 
certain  very  important  matters  of  policy,  I cannot  imagine  that  any 
one  would  want  to  go  too  slowly.  This  Board  as  a whole  is  the  one 
that  will  set  the  pace,  and  I for  one  am  quite  content  that  it  should 
be  so. 

At  the  last  meeting,  the  By-Law  and  the  selection  of  the 
first  Committee  were  adopted  unanimously.  I suggest  that  the  Commit- 
tee, v/hich  under  the  By-Law  will  be  re-appointed  at  the  beginning  of 
the  next  term,  should  get  on  with  its  work  and  that  it  should  be 
judged  by  its  performance  and  nothing  else.  I would  propose  in  this 
matter  to  be  guided  only  by  the  views  and  opinions  expressed  openly 
at  this  Board,  and  I now  suggest  that  the  meeting  be  thrown  open  for 
discussion  on  these  points.” 


1/LT.  Ross  pointed  out  that  out  of  a possible  vrarking  body  of  EO 
members  of  the  Board  the  average  attendance  at  Board  meetings  was  9.-, 
and  referred  to  the  graduates  of  the  University  on  the  Board  and  the 
non-graduates,  and  the  political  attachments  of  the  members  appointed 
to  the  Executive  Committee.  Mr,  McCullagh  stated  that  in  his  opinion 
no  political  attachment  had  been  or  should  ever  be  taken  into  consider- 
ation. Dr.  Ferguson  emphasized  that  the  political  allegiance  of  the 
individual  Covernors  was  never  a matter  of  consideration  by  the  Covern- 
ment.  Dr.  Macdonald  agreed  with  the  prj.nciple  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. He  emphasized  the  importance,  in  his  view,  of  keeping  the  full 
Board  fully  apprised  of  all  important  matters. 

The  discussion  was  finalized  by  unanimous  agreement  that  the 
Committee  as  presently  constituted  should  proceed  v/ith  its  work  and 
should  be  judged  by  its  performance.

If  a student  registers  during  the  term  prior  to  his  dis- 
charge from  the  services,  he  v/ill  be  personally  liable  for  the 
fees  of  the  portion  of  the  Session  prior  to  his  discharge;  .the 
D.V.A.  assuming  the  responsibility  for  his  fees  from  such  date 
of  discharge. 

NOTE: 

The  fees  of  a student  will  only  be  paid  in  full  by  the 
D.V.A.  providing  he  can  complete  his  full  year’s  work  subse- 
quent to  the  date  of  his  discharge.

1.  Harold  Richard  Cheney  - Acting  Postmaster  and  Chief  Messenger. 

In  May,  1943,  Cheney  was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  V/ar 
Service  after  having  been  in  the  employ  of  the  University 
since  June,  1926.  In  October,  1943,  while  in  the  Active  Army, 
he  suffered  a stroke  and  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  at  Christie 
Street  Hospital  stated  that  he  was  considered  permanently  dis- 
abled. Cheney  has  since  been  examined  by  the  University  doctor 
who  confirms  the  statement  of  the  Army  doctor.  He  was  47  years 
of  age  on  February  19,  1945.

5.  In  1939,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  McArthur,  the  then 
Deputy  Minister  of  Education,  the  University  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  the  City  of  Toronto  to  pay  the  sum  of  $7,500 
annually  for  five  years  in  lieu  of  taxes  on  University  pro- 
perties not  being  used  for  educational  purposes.  At  the  ex- 
piration of  the  five-year  period  the  University  agreed  to 
continue  this  annual  payment  for  a further  period  of  five 
years,  viz;  to  1947.  One  of  the  conditions  of  the  agreement 
was  that  in  the  event  of  property  being  sold  or  acquired  the 
said  sura  of  $7,500  should  be  decreased  or  increased  in  the 
same  proportion  as  the  assessment  of  the  propertjr  so  sold  or 
acquired  bears  to  the  total  assessment.  As  the  University 
has  recent Ijr  sold  the  property  at  Nos.  8E-84  Adelaide  Street 
East,  which  was  among  those  involved  in  the  agreement,  3'’our 
Committee  recommends  that  the  City  be  so  notified.  Further, 
your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  steps  should  be  taken 
to  have  the  existing  arrangements  cancelled  altogether  when 
the  present  agreement  expires,  and  recommends  that  the  Bur- 
sar be  instructed  to  obtain  the  University  Solicitor’s 
opinion  as  to  having  a reduction  made  in  the  total  amount 

of  $7,500  in  view  of  the  sale  of  the  Adelaide  Street  property. 

6.  Your  Committee  took  up  for  consideration  the  ques- 
tion of  the  additional  appropriations,  totalling  $24,000. , 
for  building  alterations  and  equipment  for  the  Department  of 
Photographic  Service.  After  discussing  the  possible  func- 
tions of  the  department  - whether  for  teaching,  photographic 
service,  or  .scientific  purposes  - your  Cotimittee  recommends 
that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Board’s  Advisory  Comrait- 
tee  on  Scientific  Research  for  careful  consideration  and 
report . 

7.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Colonel  Phillips,  has 
advised  3rour  Committee  of  the  receipt  of  a letter  from  Prime 
Minister  Drew  stating  that  in  reference  to  the  proposed  In- 
stitute of  Ph\^siology  to  be  erected  west  of  the  Banting  In- 
stitute it  would  appear  that  appropriate  steps  can  now  be 
taken  to  obtain  a clear  title  of  the  propert3'‘  in  question, 
and  requesting  that  the  matter  be  proceeded  with, 

8.  Your  Committee  has  also  been  advised  by  Colonel 
Phillips  of  a communication  from  Prime  Minister  Drew  in 
connection  with  the  site  for  the  new  School  of  Nursing,  in 
which  he  states  that  he  will  be  very  glad  to  discuss  the 
details  at  such  time  as  it  is  desired  to  proceed  with  the 
matter,  and  that  in  the  meantime  he  is  having  the  necessar3r 
examination  of  title  made  regarding  the  property, 

9.  Your  Committee  has  considered  the  material  referred 
to  it  in  connection  with  the  need  for  a new  Dental  building, 
and  recommends  that  Dean  Mason’s  request  to  present  their 
case  to  the  Committee  be  granted. 

10.  The  President  has  informed  3^our  Coramittee  of  the 
need  for  additional  accommodation  for  the  Facult3r  of  Fores- 
try. 

11.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Colonel  Phillips,  has 
emphasized  the  desirability  of  the  establishment  of  a defin- 
ite order  of  priority  of  buildings,  and
